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GOPs Offend Gays at Convention and Vice Versa

HOUSTON-Gay and les¬ 
bian issues were a focal point 
of last week’s Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention, as speaker 
after speaker attacked gays as 
a threat to the “traditional 
family,” and the Republican 
Party became the first major 
U.S. political party to explic¬ 
itly support discrimination 
against gays and lesbians. 

Although President 
George Bush did not de¬ 
nounce gays during the con¬ 
vention, as he has done be¬ 
fore, Vice President Dan 
Quayle repeatedly did so, and 
he was joined by a bevy of 
Republican leaders. 

The anti-gay remarks, and 
the attacks on Democratic 
presidential nominee Gov. 
Bill Clinton for his pro-gay 
views, generated loud ap¬ 
plause from delegates, some 
of whom waved anti-gay signs 
such as “Family Rights For- 
ever/‘Gay’ Rights Never.” 

Former presidential con¬ 
tender Patrick Buchanan led 
the assault, condemning gays 
and lesbians three times in 
his speech, and putting gays 
on the enemy side of the “cul¬ 
tural war” in which he said 
the country was embroiled. 

“A militant leader of the 
homosexual rights movement 
could rise at [the Democratic 
National] convention and ex¬ 
ult, ‘Bill Clinton and A1 Gore 
represent the most pro-les¬ 
bian and pro-gay ticket in his¬ 
tory,’” Buchanan exclaimed. 
“And so they do.” 

“The agenda [Bill] Clinton 
and [Hillary] Clinton would 
impose on America—abortion 
on demand, a litmus test for 
the Supreme Court, homosex¬ 
ual rights, discrimination 
against religious schools, 
women in combat—that’s 
change all right,” he said, al¬ 
luding to Clinton’s vow to of¬ 
fer a change in direction for 
the country. “But it is not the

kind of change America 
wants. It is not the kind of 
change America needs. And it 
is not the kind of change we 
can tolerate in a nation that 
we still call God’s country.” 

Buchanan also praised 
Bush for standing “against the 
amoral idea that gay and les¬ 
bian couples should have the 
same standing in law as mar¬ 
ried men and women.” 

The Rev. Pat Robertson, a 
fundamentalist televangelist 
and a 1988 presidential candi¬ 
date, and U.S. Sen. Don Nick- 
les (R-Okla.), were among the 
others who directly de¬ 
nounced Clinton for support¬ 
ing lesbian and gay rights. 

Other speakers did not ac¬ 
tually use the word “gay” in

The gay right-to-work bill, 
AB 2601, authored by Assem- 
blymember Terry Friedman, 
(D-Los Angeles) passed the 
California State Senate by a 
22-11 vote on Monday, August 
24. The bill would ban dis¬ 
crimination in employment 
for gays and lesbians, and en¬ 
act into law those court deci¬ 
sions that Gov. Pete Wilson 
has referred to as “protections 
in place” — “protections” that 
were the alleged reason for 
Wilson’s veto of AB 101, a 
similar bill designed to ban 


discrimination in both hous¬ 
ing and employment. 

Friedman specifically used 
the objections in the Gover¬ 
nor’s veto of his AB 101 to 
sculpt the provisions of AB 
2601, even adding exemptions 
for small businesses with un¬ 
der five employees and non¬ 
profit religious organizations 
which are not currently pro¬ 
vided by the court decisions. 

“There is simply no reason 
for this bill to be vetoed,” said 
Laurie McBride, Executive 
Director of the Lobby for In¬ 
dividual Freedom and Equal¬ 
ity. “It answers all of the Gov-

ernor’s concerns — it’s better 
than the Governor’s policies, 
it’s everything he espouses 
and more. The same non-dis- 
criminatory standards that ap¬ 
ply for women and minorities 
in the workplace should ap¬ 
ply to us,” McBride said. 

The bill has gone back to 
the Assembly for approval of 
minor Senate amendments on 
Wednesday, August 26, where 
it is expected to pass with lit¬ 
tle or no debate, and will be 
on the Governor’s desk by the 
end of the week. ▼

Hacker Tracker Cop: 
I'm A Servant of God

LOS ANGELES - From 
high atop the podium of the 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tion in Houston August 18, 
right-wing religious ideologue 
and former presidential candi¬ 
date Patrick Buchanan gave 
‘em hell. But for those on the 
receiving end of Buchanan’s 
political hell-fire and brim¬ 
stone message, and especially 
for gay people such as Fresno 
computer buff Mark Forston, 
hell is not just a four-letter 
word but a daily reality. 

Forston, 49, was arrested 
last February for allegedly at¬ 
tempting to solicit minors 
through his computer bulletin 
board. And even though no 
minor was involved in the 
case at any time, he has nev¬ 
ertheless been charged with 


attempted child molestation. 

Forston not only vehe¬ 
mently denies all the charges 
but claims he was set up and 
entrapped on his computer 
bulletin board by a zealous 
Christian fundamentalist, 
Fresno police officer Frank 
Clark. 

In a videotaped speech be¬ 
fore his Assembly of God con¬ 
gregation ten days after 
Forston’s arrest, Clark said he 
was engaged in “spiritual war¬ 
fare.” Clark’s lecture on the 
“evils” of computer bulletin 
boards echoed Buchanan’s as¬ 
sertion to his cheering fans at 
the Republican convention 
that “there is a religious war 
going on in this country for 
the soul of America.” 

Mark Forston has become 
one casualty of the “religious

Jordan Disappoints with HRC 
Noms; Cameron to go to CSW

Mayor Frank Jordan is un¬ 
der fire for his failure to ap¬ 
point a single lesbian to the 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) this month, even as he 
named four lesbians to the 
Commission on the Status of 
Women (CSW). 

Under Jordan, and for the 
first time since 1976, there is 
now no lesbian representation 
within the HRC. The first les¬ 
bian appointed to the com¬ 
mission, activist Phyllis Lyon, 
was disappointed to hear the 
news. 

“I don’t know what Frank 
thinks he’s doing,” Lyon told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I feel 
rotten about this. It’s just 
ridiculous.” 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg told the B.A.R. that if 
Jordan “needed help” in 
choosing a lesbian for a seat 
on the HRC she would happi¬ 
ly help out. 

“I’d be glad to provide him 
with a list of several dozen 
women from which he could 
chose,” Achtenberg said. “I’ve 
urged him to reconsider his 
decision.” 

Jordan did appoint an 
openly gay man, Lawrence 
Wong, to the HRC. Wong is 
the president of the Chinese 
American Democratic Club 
and a board member of the 
AIDS Emergency Fund. 
Among his other appoint¬ 
ments was gay realtor Jim 
Rogers, who was named to a 
seat on the Commission of 
Aging. Two Agnos ap-

Mechants Association; 
Louette Columbano, a for¬ 
mer police officer and CSW 
staffer; Patricia Chang, direc¬ 
tor of trusts for Children’s 
Hospital; and Barbara 
Cameron, formerly of Com¬ 
munity United Against Vio- 
pointees, lesbian artist Lenore 
Chinn and gay attorney 
Leonard Graff, are vacating 
their seats on that commis¬ 
sion.

The four lesbians named 
to the Commission on the 
Status of Women are Rosa 
Rivera, the owner/chef of 
Nueva Fruitlandia Cafe and 
president of the 24th Street

lence, who recently resigned 
her executive director post 
there just before details of the 
organization’s financial mis¬ 
feasance and nonfeasance sur¬ 
faced, nearly destroying it. 

Lyon told the B.A.R. she 
thought it “was also ridicu¬ 
lous” to name four lesbians to 
CSW —a board comprised of 
only seven persons in all. 

“We need a lesbian on ev¬ 
ery commission,” she said. 
“Not all just bunched up in 
one place.” 

The commissioners were 
sworn in on August 13 in 
combined ceremonies at the 
War Memorial Opera House 
along with nineteen other 
commission appointees. ▼ 


Gay Man's Windows Broken 
In Apparent Flag Bashing Case

A gay tnan who moved to 
a house in the Sunset district 
just two months ago woke up 
August 24 to discover three 
second-story windows had 
been shattered by bricks 
sometime in the night. 

“It looks like a bomb went 
off,” Jonathan Bauer told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “One 
piece of art on the opposite 
wall was shattered complete¬ 
ly. One of the large dining 
room windows was shattered 
and another one broken. A 
large living room window 
had two bricks go through it.” 

According to Bauer, that 
act of vandalism is the latest 
in a string of anti-gay inci¬ 
dents and “constant harass¬ 
ment in the neighborhood” 
that he’s received since mov¬ 
ing in to the house at 35th and 
Ulloa in June. 

Bauer’s sexual orientation 
is no secret to his neighbors. 
“I have a rainbow flag hang¬ 
ing out in front of the house,” 
he says proudly. “It went up 
the day I moved in. When 


people asked me what the 
flag meant I told them. I’m 
extremely out. ” Although he 
says the flag has drawn a lot 
of support from gays and les¬ 
bians living in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and has even inspired 
several others to put up rain¬ 
bow flags of their own, some 
other residents are very up¬ 
set. 

“There’s a bunch of older 
people in the area,” he says. 
“One old guy stands across 
the street and shakes his fist 
at the house. I’ve confronted 
him. He doesn’t say anything, 
just hunches up his shoulders 
and walks off. He must be in 
his late 70s.” 

Regular harassment 

There is also regular ha¬ 
rassment from someone in a 
maroon car who drives by the 
house almost every day and 
yells “fucking faggots” before 
driving off, according to 
Bauer. 

“But I’m from New York. 
That shit doesn’t bother me,” 
he said. 

Bauer has filed a police re¬ 


port concerning the incident 
and says that he will have to 
pay more them $1,000 to have 
the window replaced. Inter¬ 
estingly, when he contacted a 
glazier about replacing the 
glass, he was told the store 
has replaced windows for 
“about twenty others in the 
neighborhood, mostly gays 
and lesbians, in the past few 
weeks.” The officer in charge 
of the precinct, ironically, is 
Captain Richard Cairns, who 
was unable to speak with the 
B.A.R. because he was him¬ 
self in court on charges stem¬ 
ming from the October 6, 
1989 Castro sweep. 

Although Bauer’s first re¬ 
action to the damage was “to 
leave,” he now says he refuses 
to be intimidated and has no 
plans to move. 

“My rainbow flag is four 
feet by six feet. Now I’m go¬ 
ing to unpack my eight foot 
by twelve foot rainbow ban¬ 
ner and hang it from the roof. 
I’m a 300 pound nasty queen. 
Nobody fucks with this boy 
and lives to walk away,” he 
said. Y

Dirty Tricks: Bashers Assault 
Gay Man With Baseball Bat

A gay man who believed 
he was going home with a 
handsome date after a late 
night meeting at Castro’s 
Collingwood Park now has 
eleven stitches in his head af¬ 
ter the stranger — and his 
partner — turned out to be 
gay bashers. 

Roberto Carranza, 46, was 
treated at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital and released fol¬ 
lowing the early morning as¬ 
sault with a baseball bat Au¬ 
gust 16. 

“They were two young 
guys, maybe 22 or 23 [years 
old], really cute,” Carranza 
told the Bay Area Reporter o f 
his assailants, “They said they 
were from Santa Cruz. They 
seemed very normal. One of 
them said he had been gay 
from high school. One of 
them said since he was born.” 

After a few minutes of con¬ 
versation, one of the men told 
Carranza that he was going to 
drop off his friend at his 
aunt’s house, but wanted Car¬ 
ranza to spend some time 
with him. Carranza realizes 
now that the claim of going to 
the aunt’s house was a ruse. 

'Too dark and weird' 

On the way, the group de¬ 
toured through Golden Gate 
Park but Carranza said that it 
was “too dark and weird 
things happen there,” so he 
suggested that they leave for 
the aunt’s house, on 46th Av¬ 
enue. 

“We got to the house he 
said was his aunt’s, but the 
door was locked,” Carranza 
recalls. Soon one of the men 
claimed to have found a note 
from the aunt, saying they 
were locked out of the house 
“because it was too late.” 

Thereafter the group de¬ 
cided to go to the beach near 
the San Francisco Zoo. After 
a few moments of talking, 
one of the men told Carranza 
he wanted “to check on the 
car and pee.” After watching 
the beach for a few minutes 
Carranza was startled when 
the man he was near “stood 
up very fast. The next thing I 
knew the other guy was hit¬ 
ting me in the head with a 
baseball bat. 

“They said they hated fag¬ 
gots and that they do this for 
a living,” he said. 

“I stood up but I fell and 
was trying to protect myself 
and they were hitting me in 
the stomach and the back,” 
Carranza remembers of the 
attack. 

A threat of death 

The assailants then de¬ 
manded his wallet and auto¬ 
mated teller card, ordered 
him to stay where he was, 
and referred to a gun, saying 
they were going to his bank 
and would return to kill him 
if the card didn’t work. 

Carranza knew the card 
was invalid, however, because 
he had recently cancelled the 


account. 

“I waited for a few min¬ 
utes to make sure they had 
both left,” he told the B.A.R., 
describing his condition at the 
time as “very dizzy.” “Then I 
started to walk very slowly 
two blocks to a Muni stop 
and called police.” He says he 
lay in the sand until the po¬ 
lice came and took me to the 
hospital. 

Since the beach area 
where Carranza was assaulted 
is in the Golden Gate Nation¬ 
al Recreation Area, the U.S. 
Park Service Police has juris¬ 
diction in the case and is in¬ 
vestigating the incident, ac¬ 
cording to Bert Carlson, a 
spokesman. 

In addition to the eleven 
stitches to his head, Carranza 


broke a finger in the incident. 
The injuries are serious 
enough to have left him tem¬ 
porarily unemployed. 

Suspect descriptions 

San Francisco Police In¬ 
spector Mark Mahoney told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
the assailants are suspects in 
another gay bashing where a 
man was beaten with a base¬ 
ball bat, tied up and robbed 
in Golden Gate Park 

“Tell people to be wary 
and that common sense dic¬ 
tates that they don’t go home 
with strange dudes,” he said. 

Suspect number one, ac¬ 
cording to Mahoney, is a thin¬ 
ly built white male between 
20-25 who weighs approxi¬ 
mately 140 pounds and has

bleached blonde hair. The 
second suspect is described as 
a white male of the same age, 
weighing between 140-150 
pounds with brown hair tied 
back into a ponytail and an 
extremely crooked front tooth 
who was called David. 

Mahoney told the Bay 
Area Reporter that there are 


two suspects in the case but 
imminent arrests are not ex¬ 
pected. Anyone with informa¬

Round Table Pizza to PWA: 
No Delivery on Your Money

A former Round Table 
Pizza employee with AIDS 
will receive his stock option 
plan in installments over the 
next five years, despite his ef¬ 
forts to get the $71,000 sum 
immediately. 

The San Francisco man, 
who requested his name not 
be printed, left his job at 
Round Table Pizza headquar¬ 
ters when he was diagnosed 
with AIDS in May 1991. He 
had worked in the company’s 
accounting department for 
ten years. 

Under federal law, em¬ 
ployee stock option plans are 
regulated by committees that 
decide how funds are dis¬ 
persed to employees upon re¬ 
tirement or disability leave. 

According to the former 
employee, who is represented 
by attorney Hannah Schwarz- 
schild, the Round Table Em¬ 
ployee Stock Ownership Plan 
committee first told him he 
would receive all of his bene¬ 
fits in one lump sum. 

When the man informed 
the committee that the pay¬ 
ment figure it had given him 
was short, the committee cor¬ 
rected the error and decided 
to give him the money in 
yearly allotments, Schwarz- 
schild’s client said. 


“This is my money; it’s not 
their damn money,” the man 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“The whole point is that by 
doling it out over the years, I 
have enough money to pay 
rent and medical bills and 
that’s about it. They’re getting 
the interest and everything. 
I’m not getting anything.” 

Schwarzschild represented 
the man in his attempt to con¬ 
vince the committee to make 
payments on a three-year plan 
rather than a five-year plan. 

“The committee is saying 
that it’s over,” Schwarzschild 
said. “The committee has tak¬ 
en all of his needs into ac¬ 
count and their position is 
that they will not approve a 
pay out shorter than a five- 
year schedule. 

“The only thing legally 
that can be done is everyone 
in the community can write 
their congressman and en¬ 
courage Congress to move 
forward with legislation that 
would effectively reverse the 
Supreme Court opinions that 
say that state law has no ef¬ 
fect on employee benefit 
plans,” Schwarzschild said. 

Schwarzschild argued that 
the Round Table Stock Own¬ 
ership Plan should make her 
client’s payment in one lump 
sum. 

“They do make payments 


to some people in lump 
sums,” Schwarzschild said. “I 
can’t imagine the circum¬ 
stance that more calls for it 
than this one.” 

Mitchell Forster, vice pres¬ 
ident of the Round Table 
Employee Stock Ownership 
Plan committee, said that the 
committee has never made a 
lump sum pay out to an em¬ 
ployee on disability leave. He 
said that one lump sum pay 
out was made to the estate of 
an employee who died. 

Forster said that it was “in¬ 
appropriate” for him to dis¬ 
cuss Schwarzschild’s client 
with the Bay Area Reporter. 

Forster did cite obligations 
to other members of the plan 
as a reason for the commit¬ 
tee’s decision in this case. The 
Round Table Stock Owner¬ 
ship Plan includes “in excess 
of 150 employees,” Forster 
said. 

Schwarzschild’s client said 
he had hoped to put his pay¬ 
ment in a tax-free IRA but 
that the five-year dispersal 
plan makes that impossible. 

“I’m tired of them, tired of 
fighting them, tired of dealing 
with them,” he said.

LOS ANGELES - The 
late Republican Party strate¬ 
gist Lee Atwater used to talk 
about how the Republican 
Party was a Big Tent, capable 
of accommodating many di¬ 
vergent opinions. But, says 
openly gay Republican stal¬ 
wart Frank Ricchiazzi, there 
was no room for him at the 
Republican Conven¬ 
tion in Houston 
the week of Au¬ 
gust 17. 

“I went 
there with a 
glimmer of 
hope that 
the Bush 
people and 
the Repub¬ 
lican Party 
would break 
away from 
gay-bashing and 
pandering to the 
extreme right wing,’ 
says Ricchiazzi, head of the 
lesbian/gay Republican Log 
Cabin Club political action 
committee. He is also the as¬ 
sistant Director of the Dept of 
Motor Vehicles, appointed by 
Gov. Pete Wilson and, along 
with fellow Log Cabin mem¬ 
ber Marty Keller, was a Wil¬ 
son delegate appointee to the 
Convention. 

From the opening night 
speech by Patrick Buchanan, 
Ricchiazzi says, it was “obvi¬ 
ous” that gay-bashing would 
be allowed. Ricchiazzi refused 
to remain quiet. “My message 
was simple,” he says. “I want¬ 
ed to tell George Bush that I 
was a delegate from the Log 
Cabin Club sitting at a table 
at the Big Republican Tent 
and if you don’t want to come 
in and sit down, you’re the 
bad Republican, not us.” 

Ricchiazzi says that he will 
not vote for Bush, though 
there is “no way” that he’s 
voting for Democratic nomi¬ 
nee Bill Clinton, who he 
doesn’t trust. “I’m going to do 
what my Commander in 
Chief wants me to do — not 
support him,” says Ricchiazzi. 
“[Bush] sent a clear message 
that he does not want gay 
representatives to support 
him.” 

Ricchiazzi “concedes” the 
election to Clinton and 
blames the right wing. “This 
platform was everything the 
far right wanted, so I say to 
the far right, ‘here, take all 
the rope you want. However, 
if we go down in shambles on 
Nov. 3, then you have enough 
rope to hang yourself on Nov 
4.”’ He says the moderates 
and “true conservatives” will 
take back the Party in 1996. 

Ricchiazzi says that while 
the Convention week was 
“the most difficult week” of 
his life, there were bright 
spots. At one point religious 
right winger Pat Robertson 
attempted to frighten listen¬ 
ers by saying that if Clinton 
becomes President, he will 
have homosexuals in his Ad¬ 
ministration. 

“I had a rigid, Pro Life far 
right representative from the 
California delegation come up 
to me and say ‘You know, 
Frank, I don’t agree with him 
on that.’ They saw not a ho¬ 
mosexual — they didn’t see 
some whacko burning a flag 
outside — they saw Frank 
Ricchiazzi and said ‘wait a 
second, I know him, and he’s

HOUSTON-Marvin 
Liebman is one of the 
founders of the modern con¬ 
servative movement. He 
played major roles in the 
presidential campaigns of 
Barry Goldwater and Ronald 
Reagan and helped start such 
influential conservative orga¬ 
nizations as Young Amer¬ 
icans for Freedom, 
the American 
Conservative 
Union and 
the World 
Anti-Com¬ 
munist 
League. 
The 

last time 
Liebman 
voted for a 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidate was 
1948. He may do 
so again this year, 
and he said he certainly 
won’t vote for George Bush. 

Liebman is one of many 
gay Republicans who, al¬ 
though usually loyal to their 
party, cannot fathom voting 
for a president who has 
launched an unprecedented 
assault on gays and lesbians. 

The weekend before the 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tion opened, the National 
Federation of Log Cabin 
Clubs, a gay Republican 
group, was holding its own 
convention in the Houston 
area, and 26 delegates from 
14 states unanimously voted 
to not endorse the president 
for re-election. Federation by¬ 
laws bar the 4,500-member or¬ 
ganization from endorsing a 
Democrat, but some mem¬ 
bers said they do plan to vote 
for Democratic presidential 
nominee Gov. Bill Clinton. 

“I don’t know of any gay 
or lesbian person of any polit¬ 
ical party who could vote for 
Bush,” said Jerry Stevens, 
treasurer of the Chicago Area 
Republican Gay Organization 
(CARGO). “I’m voting for 
Clinton, and the conversations 
I’ve had with CARGO mem¬ 
bers clearly indicate that most 
of them will also be voting 
for Clinton.” 

Stevens blasted Bush’s 
anti-gay positions as “Mr. 
Bush’s own version of ethnic 
cleansing in America. He’s 
lifestyle cleansing the Repub¬ 
lican Party, and there’s no 
room for gays and lesbians or 
anyone else who isn’t pure by 

his reasoning.” 

Liebman said he still has 
problems with Clinton’s eco¬ 
nomic and foreign policy 
views, and he hasn’t decided 
whether to vote for the 
Democrat or to not vote for 
any presidential candidate. 
But whatever he personally 
chooses to do, Liebman said 
he’ll be hoping for Bush’s de¬ 
feat. 

“If George Bush wins, the 
Republican Party is finished,” 
Liebman said. “The best 
thing that can happen is for 
Bush to lose. If he wins, the 
Religious Right will very 
much be in power, and their 
influence will be felt every¬ 
where.” 

With anti-gay rhetoric now 
an integral part of the Bush 
campaign effort, Log Cabin 
had no choice but to deny the 
president its endorsement, he 
said. 

“You have to maintain 
your integrity and fight for 


what’s right,” Tafel said. “As 
gay Republicans, we cannot 
send the message that you 
can win an election by bash¬ 
ing gay people.” 

The president did not seek 
the federation’s endorsement 
and had no reaction to the 
Log Cabin Club action, said 
the Bush campaign’s deputy 
press secretary, Tony 
Mitchell. Asked if Bush 
would have even wanted an 
endorsement from gay Re¬ 
publicans, Mitchell said, “I 
don’t know.” 

The Log Cabin Clubs did 
try to argue for gay rights be¬ 
fore Republican platform 
hearings earlier this year, but 
party officials denied gay Re¬ 
publicans a speaking spot. 
The party had allowed Log 
Cabin members to testify in 
1984 and 1988. 

With the national Republi¬ 
can Party sending a clear sig¬ 
nal that gays and lesbians are 
not welcome, some might 


suggest that gays and lesbians 
simply abandon the party. 
But Liebman said that would 
only further consolidate the 
fundamentalist Christian hold 
on the party. 

“It’s important that gay 
and lesbian people get in¬ 
volved in the Republican Par¬ 
ty,” Liebman said. “If we 
don’t, the party is left totally 
to the bigots.” 

“The battle for gay rights 
in America is taking place 
within the Republican Party,” 
Tafel said. “That’s where the 
Religious Right is establish¬ 
ing a stronghold. The only 
way to defeat them is within 
the party, through the demo¬ 
cratic process.” 

Kevin Ivers, of Boston, 
said the traditional Republi¬ 
can tenets of individual free¬ 
dom and limited government 
are compatible with the gay 
and lesbian rights movement. 
By bashing gays and lesbians, 
the party is straying from its 


roots, he said. 

“Big government is the 
stuff of the Democratic Par¬ 
ty,” Ivers said. 

Gay Republicans have dif¬ 
ferent opinions on why the 
party has chosen to launch an 
anti-gay attack this year. Tafel 
believes it is because Bush’s 
decision'to raise taxes hurt 
his standing among conserva¬ 
tives, and he needed to shore 
that support up by moving to 
the right on social issues. 

Liebman said that the end 
of the Cold War left the Re¬ 
publicans with no enemy to 
rally against. 

“Anti-communism is the 
cement that kept conserva¬ 
tives together,” he said. 
“When that was gone, they 
had to find another enemy. 
They decided, ‘Let’s pick on 
the gays.’”V

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Stop Bigotry 
For God's Sake 


According to pit bully Pat Buchanan, “a visceral recoil 
from homosexuality is the natural reaction of a healthy 
society trying to preserve itself [and] represents a normal 
and natural bias in favor of sound morality.” Substitute 
“bigotry” for “homosexuality” and you have our thoughts 
exactly. 

If we weren’t so sick of seeing his name and opinions 
in print, we might have been amused by Jerry Falwell’s 
recent blustering to the media about Jesse Jackson’s “the¬ 
ological illiteracy.” Falwell took exception to Jackson’s 
description of Mary (yes, that Mary) as a “single mother.” 
Of course Falwell said such a statement was “blasphe¬ 
my.” 

It reminds us of the scene in the film Queen Christina 
where, as a bloody and ostensibly holy war drags on, the 
queen of Sweden is advised by her council to continue 
providing human fodder for the cannons. Among her ad¬ 
visors is an archbishop who assures her that God is on 
her country’s side. “But,” the Queen reminds him, “the 
other side says God is with them, too.” 

“When the other side uses God,” thunders the arch¬ 
bishop, “that is blasphemy.” 

The problem is, what’s funny in a Greta Garbo film is 
not funny in real life. We aren’t amused at so-called re¬ 
ligious leaders attempting to wage a jihad against non¬ 
white, non-fundamentalist, non-wealthy, non-married, 
non-male, non-heterosexuals. 

Freedom of religion, it must be reiterated a wearying 
number of times, is also freedom from religion. Some of 
us will settle for nothing less, nor should we. 

Perhaps the problem is really that the Catholic Church 
was never properly spanked for the Inquisition (which, 
of course, they called the “Holy Inquisition”) so they 
think they can get away with releasing letters that offi¬ 
cially sanctify gaybashing; perhaps the puritans (who 
wanted to kill Catholics, Jews, and other “heretics,” until 
they were railroaded to the American colonies) got off 
too easy in their ugly early days, too. All we know is that 
this religious nonsense has so little to do with faith and 
so much to do with power that it is positively sickening. 

Which is why, as of this issue, we’ve stopped dignify¬ 
ing the gnats in the fundamentalist movement by capi¬ 
talizing their particular brand of self-righteous hatred. In 
other words, we now refer to them as Christian funda¬ 
mentalists. No capital “C,” because that implies they have 
something to do with a certain Mr. Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth, about whom they seem to know precious little. 

If they don’t stop spewing venom, we’ll start spelling 
Christian with a “k.” Or even more appropriate, with a 
“kkk.” 

So is there any good news? Apparently so. As we go 
to press CNN reports the “Bush Bounce” has deflated 
and he’s back to trailing Clinton by fifteen points. Mod¬ 
erates are fleeing that party and even a few die-hard con¬ 
servatives are pointedly promising to vote for the oppo¬ 
sition, or to not vote at all. Could it be the gunslinging 
Texan-cum-Maineiac and his minions shot themselves in 
the collective far right foot with all that family values 
stuff? Could be, and it’d serve them right. Moreover, the 
forthcoming Senate and House races are cause for some 
optimism, as Cliff O’Neill reports on these pages. We’ll 
see. 

One final thing: If you haven’t registered to vote, 
you’re part of the problem.

Letter Perfect Campaign Idea

I am very enthusiastic about Bill Clinton’s 
campaign; I’m wearing buttons and T-shirts, 
distributing bumper stickers, and talking to as 
many people as I can about the promise he 
holds for all of us. My concern is that I often 
feel I’m preaching to the choir, because I am 
confident San Francisco will strongly support 
Clinton and Gore in the election. It’s the rest 
of the country I worry about. 

It seems to me that one of the most effective 
things we in progressive communities can do 
is reach out to those who live elsewhere but 
have already have some connection with us, 
i.e., our family and friends. Toward that end 
I’ve written a letter that I’ll be sending to 
about 100 people around the country. I think it 
may have a better chance of influencing these 
100 people (or families) than all those cam¬ 
paign literature and televison ads they’ll be ex¬ 
posed to, because each of these people already 
has a personal connection with me. 

What if thousands of us sent some kind of 
‘personal’ letter to friends and families around 
the country? I think the impact could be 
tremendous. 

Dear_, 

I know this is an unusual letter from me. I 
haven’t been much of a writer. It seems life is 
so fast, and we are all so busy, but something 
is about to happen that is so important to me 
that I wanted to take a few minutes to talk 
with you about it. It’s about politics — the 
presidential campaign in particular. 

So many people are cynical when it comes 
to politics these days, and with all the things 
that have happened over the last twenty or 30 
years its no wonder. One of the common re¬ 


frains I hear when I ask people who they sup¬ 
port for president is “It doesn’t make any dif¬ 
ference; they’re all lousy in one way or anoth¬ 
er.” I’ve felt that way at times, too, but since 
I’ve started listening to Bill Clinton and A1 
Gore I’ve become quite convinced there is a 
difference. In fact, I’m now very excited about 
what it could mean to me, and to this country, 
if Clinton and Gore are elected in November, 

The most immediate difference for me is 
one of the most personal: it has to do with my 
being gay. I know John Kennedy provided the 
moral and governmental support to change the 
way black people are viewed and treated in 
this society. It wasn’t all that long ago that a 
black family in the south was faced with the 
daily degradation of “White Only” and “Col¬ 
ored” signs. Racism still exists, I know, but 
most rational people now agree it was immoral 
and shameful for people to be treated as “less 
thans” simply because of skin color. Well, I 
know Bill Clinton will make a similar differ¬ 
ence to myself and other gay people in this 
country by recognizing us as people who 
shouldn’t be judged and comdemned simply 
because of the people we love. I did not choose 
to be gay, I am gay. I am an honest, decent, 
caring person, but there have been many many 
times I’ve been subjected to laws, and actions, 
and comments that have said I’m “less than.” 

Bill Clinton is no radical gay activist. But he 
is willing to recognize us and acknowledge that 
gay people can be as honest, decent and caring 
as heterosexuals. He isn’t an “us against them” 
kind of person; as he put it, “There is not a per¬ 
son to waste.” We must stop the divisiveness of 
the past few years and focus on making the 
world better, because ultimately we are all in 
the same boat. 

Part of making the world better is having a

Mayor's Priorities

I was similarly stunned by Supervisor Alioto’s page- 
one comment that “I’m putting this (stadium plan) out 
a little early.” Had the mayor or supervisors been truly 
serious about the Giants, their proposals would have 
been made months earlier. 

Mayor Jordan was elected on a platform of putting 
San Francisco back on track. I think it is time he focus 
on what our long-range priorities truly are, and his 
ability to push them forward, instead of lurching from 
crisis to crisis Or else he may suffer the fate suggested 
by a commentator on public radio this morning, that 
perhaps we can include the mayor and the supervisor 
in the Giants trade. Does anyone know anything about 
the mayor of Tampa/St. Petersburg?

As a Security Pacific customer, 
I had long held trepidation of the impending merger 
with Bank of America. My concerns were somewhat 
mollified when, in keeping with BofA’s internal 
policies, they chose to defund the Boy Scouts of 
America due to the discriminatory policies concern¬ 
ing homosexuals. I applauded the decision, then 
watched in apprehension as corporate policy began 
to waver under the pressure of the Religious Reich. 

By making funding available to BSA, Bank of 
America has broken their own policy against funding 
only organizations that provide full access and equal 
opportunity to potential members. For BofA to say 
that the Boy Scouts have changed its policy is to say 
that the Nazi Party has had a change of heart toward 
the Jews. 

I will actively encourage members of the queer com¬ 
munity and progressives to withdraw their funds from 
Security Pacific and Bank of America, particularly the 
branches at Castro/18th and Castro/Market in the 
heart of San Francisco’s queer community.

sent something. Furthermore, everything can use im¬ 
provement and that is what producers strive for 
(change and perfection). I felt, all in all, everyone was 
having a good time. I also understand that all reviews 
can’t be all praise, but I don’t think it should be harm¬ 
ful either. But thank you for the positive things you 
did say. 

I will continue to produce Leather Weekend for a 
long time to come. I am open to suggestions, as anyone 
should be, and will try to include as many as I can to 
make Leather Weekend at the Russian River a very 
successful and enjoyable event for all.

Mainstream Nazis 

I am writing to be alarmist. I believe our commu¬ 
nity should take the current white supremacist 
shootout events in Idaho very seriously, especially in 
light of the Republican Convention, and in particular 
the speeches of Pat Buchanan and the Quayles. One 
concern is what the Republican Party will do to get 
re-elected. It is very possibly going to air TV commer¬ 
cials using Freedom Day or similar footage to attack 
Bill Clinton in an effort to scapegoat lesbians and gay 
men a la Willie Horton. But now the question arises 
what concessions will they make to the white 
supremacists and Nazis? 

As of my writing (Aug. 24), the government is 
holding fire 1) because there is a baby in the house and 
2) because of community support for the Nazis. But 
compare this to the SLA and MOVE shootouts. These 
folks were blown away. The MOVE house was 
firebombed from the air and entire blocks of 
Philadelphia were leveled. There were children in the 
house who were killed and the MOVE people hadn’t 
killed anyone. The Nazis have already killed a federal 
marshall and are shooting at helicopters. Obviously 
race is the main difference, but I also ask myself if 
Bush isn’t afraid to take military action for fear of los¬ 
ing votes. I do hope this confrontation can be resolv¬ 
ed peacefully, but there is a double standard. 

After World War II more than 20,000 Nazis from 
Germany and Eastern Europe were allowed into this 
country. They include key founders of NASA and the 
CIA. In the 1988 Bush campaign, six staff members 
were forced off the election committee for Nazi 
backgrounds. Nazis do not respect democracy, as we 
know. They will use elections as a means to gain 
power for their own ends. In Germany after coming 
to power legally, they abolished Parliament and 
elections. 

David Duke is now a Republican. Pat Buchanan’s 
speech at the convention was a Nazi speech. I wonder 
if he will advocate taking back Idaho block by block 
as he did Los Angeles. The whole rhetoric of family 
values is not dissimilar from the way the Aryan fami¬ 
ly was promoted in Germany. I don’t think we will 
have a Nazi takeover in 1992, but these folks are think¬ 
ing about the longer view, and I think we should also. 
It is almost certain the 1996 Republican primary will 
have at least one candidate running on a fairly overt 
fascist platform. We need to prepare. 

If the Republicans are going to try to win by 
scapegoating lesbians and gay men, it is important we 
not get isolated. We come in all sexes, colors, na¬ 
tionalities and religions. Reaching out and joining 
forces with other communities under attack seems 
like a good idea to me. Bill Clinton’s electoral stategy 
is based on the very limited target group of so-called 
Regan Democrats. He will be under enormous 
pressure to move further and further to the right. We 
need to make sure he feels another kind of pressure. 
And support third party movements. 

At this point the Nazi movement is small, but the 
tone of the Republican Convention shows to what ex¬ 
tent their ideology is becoming mainstream. These 
folks are serious. The main target groups they 
organize are police, prison guards and youth. Anyone 
who doubts where they are coming from should check 
out the movie Betrayed with Debra Winger and Tom 
Berenger or any of several excellent video documen¬ 
taries. I think we need to get serious. Those who do 
not learn from history are doomed to repeat it.

Indeed, gay rights is the 
target of the GOP in this na¬ 
tional election and any gay or 
lesbian Republican that can’t 
honestly see that and stand up 
and be counted against George 
Bush this year should hang 
their collective heads in 
shame. I number quite a few 
gay Republicans among my 
friends, and I have to believe 
that this year, whether they 
like Bill Clinton on other 
issues or not, I have to believe 
that, like the rest of us, those 
gay and lesbian Republicans 
know when we’ve had enough.

California Attorney General 
Dan Lungren, serving as the

to no one, not even Patrick 
Buchanan, when it comes to 
sleaze polities. 

Perhaps trying to subtlely 
point out the hypocrisy of the 
GOP’s highly touted “family 
values night,” someone in the 
production area played The 
Best of Times from the hit 
Broadway musical La Cage 
Aux Folles, which, or course, 
celebrated the relationship of 
two aging gay men living in 
Paris, as George Bush strode to 
the stage; Bush’s platform, of 
course, includes a plank that 
opposes gay marriages and 
does not allow gay or lesbian 
couples to adopt children or 
provide foster care. 

The biggest phony at the 
GOP Convention? — Califor¬ 
nia’s appointed U.S. Senator 
John Seymour has got to be 
near the top of that group; 
Seymour, appointed by the 
anti-gay Pete Wilson, ran from 
one television interview to 
another attempting to portray 
himself as pro-choice and pro¬ 
woman, but did manage to 
take a couple of shots at gays, 
suggesting that gay couples 
with children do not have 
“traditional family values” 
(there we go with that Repub¬ 
lican phrase again) and thus 
many of them would be “un¬ 
comfortable in our party.” 

While last week’s GOP Con¬ 
vention indeed gave George 
Bush the political bump that 
all expected, his gains may be 
short-lived; over the weekend 
a Newsweek poll has Bill Clin¬ 
ton leading Bush 53 percent to 
39 percent. That 14-point lead, 
one of the first polls taken en¬ 
tirely after the GOP conven¬ 
tion, was only three points less 
than Clinton’s lead in a similar 
Newsweek poll taken a few 
days before the Republicans 
gathered in Houston. 

Poor Mayor Jordan; first, 
those political columnists at 
the Examiner have made a 
career out of attacking every¬ 
thing that he does (or does not 
do) since he took office — usu¬ 
ally complaining he isn’t doing 
enough. So, what now? Well, 
since Jordan has decided he 
will go all out with the time he 
has left in an attempt to save 
the Giants, these same City 
Hall watchers are now corn- 
planning that he is spending too 
much time on the issue. (As 
Warren Hinckle once said, 
those guys hate the mayor so 
much they practically “drool.”) 
But that’s politics in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Frank, so grin and bear 
it. 

Bob Hattoy, the former pres¬ 
ident of the California Chapter 
of the Sierra Club and a top en¬ 
vironmental advisor to Bill 
Clinton (who, incidentally, also 
gave that stirring AIDS speech 
at the Demo Convention) will 
be the guest speaker at the 
Toklas Lesbian/Gay Demo 
Club Dinner Sept 10 at the 
Miyako Hotel; a lot of big- 
name Democrats expected at 
this one (929-7885 for tix and 
info). 

And if you’ve got really big 
bucks you want to give to the 
party ($1,000 per plate), both 
Bill Clinton and A1 Gore (as 
well as Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer) will be at the 
party’s main fundraiser Oct. 9 
at the Sheraton Palace Hotel 
(cocktails, dinner, etc., 442-5707 
for tix and info). T

Role Models For Youths; 
Youths For Role Models

As a high school teacher, I 
have always had the privilege 
of spending time with young 
people. Recently, I’ve had the 
added good fortune of spend¬ 
ing time with young people 
who already openly identify 
as lesbian, gay and bisexual. 

Not too long ago, I sat at a 
campfire while some of those 
young gay men and lesbians 
taught me the game “two 
truths and a lie.” People take 
turns making three state¬ 
ments —two truths and one 
lie —and then the group tries 
to determine which is the lie. 
As you can imagine, the game 
has potential for revealing 
one’s carnal knowledge, but 
in this case the lies tended 
take the form of the places 
people had visited, their ath¬ 
letic abilities, academic 
achievements, and the num¬ 
ber and kind of pets they had. 

Crash! I was hit with the 
reminder that I too have swal¬ 
lowed that homophobic pill 
that says sexuality has to do 
first with sexual experiences. 
While sexuality is important 
enough to recognize —per¬ 
haps even a source of pride, 
fear, anger, or any other com¬ 
bination of feelings —it is 
only part of who any of us 
are, regardless of how old we 
are. And if I have anything to 
teach young people, I have 
just as much to learn from 
them. What I’m finding more 
and more is that it comes 
down to learning with them. 

Although the game re¬ 
vealed few intimate secrets, it 
did open doors for later con¬ 
versations. Not surprisingly, 
one topic of conversation that 
tended to surface was coming 
out —particularly coming to 
terms with one’s own sexual¬ 
ity, rather than the struggle of 
revealing that discovery to 
others. 

As an openly gay teacher, I 
am often asked about my ex¬ 
perience of coming out. My 
commitment to being out has 
been rooted in my hope of be¬ 
ing a role model, a belief that 
my story will make it easier 
for others to tell their own. 

It has grown easy in this 
day of T-shirt communication 
to rely on sound bites in cot¬ 
ton to understand the com¬ 
plexities of the people we 
meet: All you have to do is 
read a T-shirt and accept at 
face value one’s identification 
and attitude: 100% Dyke, 
Amazon, 2QT2BSTR8, BIG 
FAG (Trapped in the body of 


a woman), Bottom, Straight 
— NOT I for one have start¬ 
ed accepting the shortcut to 
knowing “what” someone is 
rather than who. 

What I discovered in listen¬ 
ing to young people explain 
and explore their perceptions 
of themselves and each other 
is this: it is a powerful gift to 
ask “How has it been for 
you?” and an honest answer is 
an equally powerful gift in re¬ 
turn. 

What a gold mine of “who 
I am” rests in every coming 
out story, no matter how 
roughly or smoothly spoken 
the story. The coming out sto¬ 
ries I have heard from young 
people around campfires, on 
hiking trails, in vans, have 
made me hungry for others. 

A carload of four women 
—some younger than me, 
some older —with four very 
different stories of self-discov¬ 
ery proved to me that wis¬ 
dom comes in all ages. We 
had one woman who didn’t 
see herself as a lesbian for 
years despite the fact that she 
was involved in a series of re¬ 
lationships with other wom¬ 
en, one who knew she was a 
lesbian and told others before 
she had ever been in a rela¬ 
tionship with another woman, 
one whose realization coincid¬ 
ed with the first kiss, and one 
who identified as bisexual for 
a while — seeing men and 
women — and who now iden¬ 
tifies as lesbian. 

The differences here speak 
for themselves, but what is 
more important than any of 
those distinctions is how I feel 
about the three women in my 
car. How I feel I know them 
better. How I want to know 
them even more than that. 
I’ve already learned from 
each —about a struggle and 


reconciliation with Christian¬ 
ity, about dependence, about 
courage. And despite all the 
differences, we found plenty 
of common ground in our 
feelings. 

These women inspired me 
to dig a little more for the sto¬ 
ries of other friends, some of 
whom I’ve known for quite a 
while. I’m amazed by how 
much people seem to enjoy 
telling their coming out sto¬ 
ries, how much detail those 
stories contain —the yellow 
socks one man forgot to take 
off the first time he had to 
shower with the boys in ju¬ 
nior high, and one woman’s 
recollection of the “Family” 
episode in which Buddy, 
played by Kristy McNichol, 
defends her lesbian teacher. 

In this era when the public 
stance of being “out” seems to 
overshadow the more private 
process of coming out by 
coming to terms with one’s 
self, it is vital that we, in our 
friendships, validate the 
courage and integrity that ac¬ 
companies that process. We 
must create honesty and inti¬ 
macy with one another on the 
individual level if we are ever 
going to live up to any notion 
of community that we seem 
to be striving for. 

I’ve discovered that I often 
know plenty about if, how 
and when my friends told 
their parents, brought lovers 
to high school reunions, and 
came out at work —but little 
of their earliest fears, repres¬ 
sions, expressions, lusts, 
laughs, losses, guilts and glo¬ 
ries —all of which are well 
worth the wait. 

I am learning to be patient. 
I am learning. 

So, how has it been for

New Blood Likely On 
House, Senate Floors 


State Senate Rights Bill 
OK—Without Gays 


First in a four-part series

You’ve heard it on the talk 
shows; you’ve read it in the 
newspaper. It’s a strange elec¬ 
tion year. Nothing is pre¬ 
dictable. 

Well, almost. 

On the gay and lesbian po¬ 
litical front, one prediction ap¬ 
pears to have a strangely fa¬ 
miliar ring: predictions of op¬ 
timism for gay and lesbian 
rights in the next Congress. 

Two years ago, gay politi¬ 
cal pundits predicted an in¬ 
coming Congress stronger in 
its support of gay and lesbian 
rights and AIDS issues than 
ever before. And, save for the 
heartbreaking re-election of 
arch-foe Sen. Jesse Helms (R- 
N.C.), the vast majority of 
those dreams were fulfilled. 

This time around — for 
the most part — the outlook 
appears rosier than it was 
even six months ago. 

“This is really a year of op¬ 
portunities,” says Kevin Lay- 
ton, deputy political director 
for the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund. “People talk 
about this being the year or 
the woman, but it’s really the 
year of the progressive.” 

Whatever year it is, one 
thing is certain. In 1993, 
Congress will see a larger 
number of new faces in 
Congress than ever 1 before in 
modern times. 

Already an unprecedented 
number of sitting senators 
and House members have re¬ 
tired, a handful more have al¬ 
ready been defeated in their 
party primaries, and still 
more face the wrath of voters 
in November. New members 
will come into new congres¬ 
sional districts drawn in the 
decennial redistricting pro¬ 
cess and many old members 
will be sent packing. 

And gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists hope to be among 
those benefitting from these 
ground-shifting changes. 

The Pacific States 

The one state likely to see 
the broadest change in 
representation is California. 
Still reeling from a blow 
dealt by the recession and the 
stalemate between the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Legislature 
and Republican Gov. Pete 
Wilson, the electorate there 
is, to say the least, restless. 

With the largest amount of 
new congressional districts 
granted any state this year, 
California will boast one out 
of every five House members 
in the new Congress. 

The most interesting devel¬ 
opment to come out of the 
state’s primaries is that, come 
the fall elections, voters in 
most cases will have a clear 
choice between strongly pro¬ 
gay candidates and sharply 
anti-gay opponents. This 
rather unusual case resulted 
from the state’s primaries, 
where, in almost every in¬ 
stance, the more progressive 4 
Democrat won that party’s 
primary. Meanwhile, despite 
the promises of moderate, 
pro-gay Republican candi¬ 
dates in that party’s pri¬ 
maries, conservatives flocked 
to the polls ensuring victories 
for rock-hard conservatives 


statewide. 

Probably the most hope is 
pinned on the state’s races for 
the two Senate seats that will 
open up this year, a six-year 
seat replacing retiring Sen. 
Alan Cranston (D) and a two- 
year seat to complete Gov. 
Wilson’s term in the Senate. 

Running for the two-year 
seat is former San Francisco 
Mayor Diane Feinstein (D), 
who is going up against Wil- 
son-appointee, incumbent 
Sen. John Seymour (R). In the 
six year race, Rep. Barbara 
Boxer (D) will face conserva¬ 
tive commentator Bruce Her- 
schenson (R). 

Both women are strong 
backers of gay and lesbian in¬ 
terests and are running 18 
points ahead in the latest vot¬ 
er polls. Seymour, who had at 
first garnered some gay Re¬ 
publican support, appears to 
have lost it over his lobbying 
of Gov. Wilson to veto the 
state’s gay rights bill last 
spring. 

“People see voting against 


Seymour as a way of beating 
up on Wilson,” said HRCF 
Political Director Eric Rosen¬ 
thal. 

Herschenson is a vocal op¬ 
ponent of gay and lesbian 
rights mid has been compared 
to Helms for his stances on 
AIDS. 

• In California’s upstate 1st 
Congressional District, fresh¬ 
man moderate Rep. Frank 
Riggs (R) is facing challenge 
from former Mendocino 
County Supervisor Dan Ham¬ 
burg (D), who has pledged to 
cosponsor the federal lesbian 
and gay rights bill. A win for 
Hamburg would return the 
seat to the Democrats, who 
controlled it prior to Riggs’ 
win. Hamburg is getting 
fundraising assistance from 
entertainers Bonnie Raitt and 
Holly Near. 

• A potential danger comes 
in the Sacramento-based 3rd 
District where Rep. Vic Fazio 
(D), an influential member of 
the House leadership, is fac-

The state’s civil rights bill, 
AB 3825, authored by Willie 
Brown (D-San Francisco) 
cleared Senate Appropria¬ 
tions August 24 — but only 
with the proviso that the mea¬ 
sure exclude gay rights. The 
bill, which provides a broad 
range of legal protections 
against discrimination for 
many minority groups, had 
been rejected in an August 10 
hearing in Senate Appropria¬ 
tions, but the committee re¬ 
versed itself on August 24 af¬ 
ter provisions from the ve¬ 
toed AB 101 were removed 
from AB 3825. 

The motion to amend the 
bill was made by Sen. Ruben 
Ayala (D-Chino), who later 
said he didn’t want sexual ori¬ 
entation provisions included 
with anti-discrimination pro¬ 
visions for minority groups. 
Despite the fact that Willie 
Brown and the groups sup¬ 
porting the bill opposed the 
change, Ayala was adamant. 
He allegedly threw a contin¬ 


gent of Hispanic gays out of 
his office and told another 
non-gay Hispanic group that 
they should be ashamed to 
bring “that gay bill” to his of¬ 
fice. 

“I’m all for civil rights,” 
Ayala said. “I’m proud of my 
heritage. But I resent the fact 
that I am associated with ho¬ 
mosexuals in the bill.” 

Ironically, Ayala voted for 
AB 3825 after it was amend¬ 
ed, thus keeping the bill alive. 
Supporters of the bill can 
now attempt to reinstate the 
sexual orientation provisions 
either on the Senate floor or 
in a joint conference commit¬ 
tee. 

“This bill will not be put 
on the governor’s desk with¬ 
out the protections for gays 
and lesbians being inserted,” 
said Harry Snyder of the 
West Coast Consumer’s 
Union. 

Laurie McBride, executive 
director of the Lobby for In¬ 
dividual Freedom and Equal¬ 
ity, described Ayala as “bitter¬ 
ly homophobic.” She said he 
did what the coalition of sup-

G reetings from Houston: Site, as most 
are aware, of the Republican National 
Coronation, and numerous un-conven- 
tional goings-on last week. 

As I write, George Bush has taken his mov¬ 
ing lips north to Dallas, where stirrings of a ru¬ 
mor that a former perceived opponent may en¬ 
dorse another has briefly usurped the media 
flame of the convention, shortly after it 
opened. The $150,000 balloon drop is history 
and the $35,000 podium has been smashed to 
bits — the rumor is it will be donated, ironical¬ 
ly, to Democratic icon Jimmy Carter’s charity, 
Habitat for Humanity. 

For the Houston gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty and an estimated 700 - 800 gay and lesbian 
visitors to the city, mostly activists who came 
to participate in convention-related protests 
and awareness actions, the week was one of 
hard lessons learned. As of Friday, August 21, 
a dozen people remained in our county jail, 
most of them from out of state. Those not 
bonded out were charged with Class B misde¬ 
meanors ( plus at least one felony). Most are 
AIDS activists, members of ACT UP. 

Their actions included disrupting a speech 
by the President, and another by the Rev. Jerry 
Falwell on Wednesday. One member of the 
Falwell foray was charged with aggravated as¬ 
sault for allegedly biting an officer. (Charges of 
scratching and biting seem to have come into 
vogue around here) and, according to an attor¬ 
ney monitoring those who were arrested, has 
thus far resisted efforts to force him to submit 
to an HIV test. 

But this week’s protest activity was one of 
those instances of the climax coming at the be¬ 
ginning. On Monday night, four people were 
hospitalized after what started as a peaceful 
march to protest the Bush administration’s in¬ 
action on AIDS, suddenly turned into a violent 
and chaotic confrontation in a closed-in alley- 
way at a back gate to the Astrodome complex. 
The police (some say, in advance) apparently 
decided to do some acting up themselves. 
Whatever the actual motives, the AIDS ac¬ 
tivists were effectively made an example of, be¬ 
fore the legions of people who came into the 
city for purposes other than celebrating its im¬ 
age with participants in the WASP-nest variety 
show and love feast going on inside. 

Being from Houston, the most disheartening 
thing was realizing that the mob whose logis¬ 
tics team allowed the march to end in a net 
and them who set a bonfire at the open end, in¬ 
cluded hundreds of people who were totally 
shocked that a row of mounted police would 
charge into a crowd without some other disper¬ 
sal tactic being played first. It was unheard of, 
to these seasoned activists who thought they’d 
seen everything, that these officers securing an 
event deemed an economic plum for the city, 
would swing clubs into a crowd that included 
press and American Civil Liberties Union ob¬ 


servers, beating people who didn’t participate 
in the orchestrated acts of civil disobedience. 
But those at the front who found some way out 
in time to escape the worst of the melee were 
mostly Houstonians. Perhaps we know our 
cops. 

Visitors, besides ACT UP, included repre¬ 
sentatives of the Washington-based National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force and Human 
Rights Campaign Fund and the New York- 
based Gay Men’s Health Crisis, as well as our 
“own” Republicans, members of the Federa¬ 
tion of Log Cabin Clubs. The Cabineers had 
their own convention here, during which they 
unanimously voted not to endorse George 
Bush. 

Besides the convention, the most pressing 
current news is that eight of the remaining 
nine defendents in the Paul Broussard gay¬ 
bashing murder here were scheduled for a 
court hearing Monday August 24. If history re¬ 
peats itself there will either be another delay 
or some quick-fire plea dealing. 

Also going to court this week is Queer Na¬ 
tion Houston activist Brian Bradley, who’s 
scheduled for his appearance August 27. Ar¬ 
rested for disrupting a city council meeting in 
response to council member John Goodner, 
who rambled the week before that AIDS pa¬ 
tients should be quarantined and that research 
money is wasted on AIDS. The activist faces 
three charges, including felony “aggravated as¬ 
sault on a police officer” for allegedly scratch¬ 
ing his arresting officer. 

Returning to the convention, I’m going to 
end on a lighter note. This may be the most 
under-reported selection of the entire event, 
but with all the emphasis on family values by 
convention speakers, it’s nice to know that 
some validation was given, albeit unintention¬ 
ally, to a gay male relationship, albeit fictional. 

George Bush probably never realized it, but 
the song played in the Astrodome when he 
took the podium Wednesday night was “The 
Best of Times” from La Cage Aux Folles. The 
hit Broadway musical, (its title, roughly trans¬ 
lated, means “Cage of Fools”), deals with the 
relationship between two aging gay men, one 
of whom is a parent; it seemed an odd choice 
in light of the constant Republican denounce¬ 
ments of “alternative lifestyles” and the notion 
that they are “morally equivalent” to heterosex¬ 
ual unions (that, specifically, from the mouth of 
Stepford Husband Dan Quayle). The platform 
adopted by the G.O.P. contains a clause specif¬ 
ically opposing gay marriages and allowing gay 
couples to adopt children or provide foster 
care. David Nash, the producer in charge of the 
convention, said the song selection was a coin¬ 
cidence, “not a statement of policy.” 

No fooling.

Waters Rains on GOP Themes

Congresswoman Maxine 
Waters called the Republican 
Party “ugly” and took swipes 
at its leaders and “family val¬ 
ues” theme during a keynote 
speech at the Christopher 
Street West Awards dinner 
August 22. Waters, a close 
advisor to Democratic presi¬ 
dential nominee Bill Clinton, 
also told the appreciative au¬ 
dience that this election, more 
than anyother time, it is im¬ 
perative for gays and lesbians 
to turn out as a recognizable 
voting block. 

Waters opened her re¬ 
marks with a forthright attack 
on Patrick Buchanan, who 
told the Republican Conven¬ 
tion that there is a “religious 


war” with gays and lesbians 
on “the other side.” 

“I would like to be very 
profound, but Buchanan is a 
fool,” Waters said to much ap¬ 
plause. “They’re saying that 
they’re right and more moral 
than everybody else. Well, 
they’re lying to themselves... I 
saw Pat Robertson, but I 
didn’t see Jimmy Swaggart 
and I didn’t see Jim and Tam¬ 
my Fay Bakker.” 

Waters also said that at the 
Republican Convention Bar¬ 
bara Bush finally “came out” 
as a “mean-spirited, cold 
blooded woman.” “George 
Bush hasn’t loved anybody 
for so long — what makes 
him so mean? I know. It’s 
Barbara Bush.” 


Waters said the Republi¬ 
cans need to “hide behind” 
the issue of “family values” 
because they can’t talk about 
the economy and joblessness. 
“George Bush and Dan 
Quayle never had to worry 
about struggling; how dare 
they talk about family values. 
See how mean they can be?” 
Waters asked. 

“They will do anything to 
get elected - including hiding. 
behind women’s skirts,” Wa¬ 
ters said, referring to the 
prominent speeches by Bar¬ 
bara Bush and Marilyn 
Quayle. “Well, Barbara Bush’s 
skirt isn’t big enough.” 

Waters said the Republi¬ 
can Party has now gone “be¬ 
yond Pete Wilson. “They will

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actively start to produce legis¬ 
lation extraordinarily harm¬ 
ful” to gays and lesbians. 

“These people are serious,” 
she said. “I didn’t expect 
them to be so mean-spirited.” 

But “don’t be so down 
about what you saw,” Waters 
cautioned, “we can rise to the 
occasion” and fight discrimi¬ 
nation. “In the final analysis, 
the message must be sent to 
the highest level” that in 1992 
all human beings must be 
represented by their govern¬ 
ment.” ▼ 


UCLA Professor: Take 
This Vaccine And...

When a vaccine is devel¬ 
oped for AIDS, its efficacy 
may be enhanced by vaccinat¬ 
ing people at risk in the rec¬ 
tum or the vagina, says a 
UCLA biology professor. 

“A rich research subject 
area has been the develop¬ 
ment of a vaccine, with a shift 
in emphasis toward adminis¬ 
tering vaccines in the regions 
where the dsease is sexually 
transmitted,’’said Dr. Roger 
Bohman, an instructor and se¬ 
nior research associate in 
UCLA’s Department of Biolo¬ 
gy- 

“The cells of the vagina 
and rectum are initially infect¬ 
ed sexually, so it’s possible 
that a vaccine’s efficacy could 
be enhanced by starting the 
vaccine in those areas,” 
Bohman said. 

Most vaccines being tried 
for possible pr eventativ e 
treatment, using dead, attenu¬ 
ated or parts of the HIV 
virus, are administered 
through'the circulatory sys¬ 
tem, but Bohman says “there 
are cells that will never see a 
vaccine if it is presented 
through the circulatory sys¬ 
tem” and that those treat¬ 
ments would miss a variety of 
cells lining the routes of infec¬ 
tion, such as the the vagina or 
anus and local tissues. 

Bohman says the topic is 


under discussion among 
AIDS and STD researchers 
and claims that there may 
never be a successful vaccina¬ 
tion against AIDS or other 
STDs because current medi¬ 
cal practice “may be vaccinat¬ 
ing the wrong tissue.” 

Not everyone is convinced, 
or even intrigued, by 
Bohman’s theories. “I’m sure 
you can find any kind of 
kooky research,” says AIDS 
expert Larry Waite, MD, “but 
the fact of the matter is that it 
doesn’t matter where you got 
infected. HIV becomes a 
viremia after infection and in¬ 
fects every cell of the body.” 

The controversial theory is 
just one of the many topics 
that Bohman plans to discuss 
in a UCLA Extension course 
on AIDS and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. He de¬ 
scribes the course as an 
interdisciplinary debate about 
the issues surrounding AIDS 
and other STDs; topics are 
designed to catch the interests 
of college students and make 
them think about AIDS and 
their risk for the disease. 

Over 2,500 students attend 
the class each year, and 
Bohman believes by using 
provocative ideas and contro¬ 
versies to pique their interest 
he can “teach science and 
clean up the myths” about 
AIDS and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. ▼

a homosexual.’ 

“That’s the key,” Ricchi- 
azzi says. “We can only make 
progress face to face and 
you’ve got to be on the inside. 
Then it’s personal. It’s effec¬ 
tive.” 

Ricchiazzi also sparred 
with Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion head Rev. Lou Sheldon, 
telling him publicly that until 
Sheldon stands up to gay- 
bashers, “you’re not a leader 
and you’re not a Christian.” 
He says other religious right 
wing leaders such as Eagle 
Forum’s Phyllis Schafly, have 
scoffed at Sheldon. “I think 
we give him a lot more pow¬ 
er than he has.” 

Though Ricchiazzi com¬ 
mends Wilson for having the 


“guts” to appoint him to the 
Convention, he says felt “an¬ 
gry and betrayed” and he still 
doesn’t trust the governor af¬ 
ter the unexpected veto of AB 
101. He says he hasn’t “heard 
one way or the other” 
whether Wilson will veto AB 
2601, the new anti-discrimina¬ 
tion jobs bill that is expected 
to hit the governor’s desk the 
week of August 30. But, Ric¬ 
chiazzi says, since AB 2601 is 
simply reiterating Wilson’s 
veto quotes, signing the bill 
“is the right thing to do.” Ric¬ 
chiazzi says he will be “hav¬ 
ing meetings” about AB 2601, 
though he would not specify 
with whom. 

But, Ricchiazzi says, re¬ 
gardless of the outcome of 
AB 2601, he hopes lesbians 
and gays will “get off the 
street and get into the process 
again. You don’t make points 
with the average voter by 
burning a flag.”V

Family Values

It’s no surprise that Re¬ 
publicans have made “Family 
Values” — widely understood 
to be a polite euphemism for 
Queer bashing — their war 
cry for the coming election. 
What is a surprise is that, for 
the first time in decades, it’s 
not working, and also that the 
mainstream media are calling 
them on it. 

Homophobia is a tradition¬ 
al smokescreen for reac-

tionary politicians anxious to 
avoid real issues like a col¬ 
lapsing economy, a defunct 
health care system, and a ris¬ 
ing tide of violence in the 
streets. Bush can’t talk about 
foreign affairs, because this 
only reminds people that he 
has no domestic agenda. He 
can’t talk about the economy 
because twelve years of Rea¬ 
gan/Bush voodoo economics 
have bottomed it out. He 
can’t even talk about drugs 
and crime, perennial Republi¬ 
can favorites, because he 
talked about them so much 
last time around but doesn’t 
have anything to show for the 
past four years’ efforts to 
eliminate them. 

So he trots out Pat Bu¬ 
chanan and Marilyn Quayle 
to lead the holy war against 
those who oppose “Family 
Values.” But will it work? 

It didn’t work for H. Ross 
Perot, some-time part-time 
presidential candidate. He 
was flying high until he 
tripped up on the homopho¬ 
bia issue, and his. pathetic 
waffling on that topic set off 
the chain reaction that led to 
his campaign’s meltdown and 
collapse. There’s not much 
reason to believe that it will 
do any better for Bush. 

I was heartened, ironically, 
by a poll of GOP delegates at 
the convention on the status 
of “the family.” They were 
presented with a number of 
household arrangements and 
asked to evaluate whether or 
not they counted as a “fami¬ 
ly.” A married couple with 
kids was considered a “fami¬ 
ly” by 95 percent of the dele¬ 
gates, an unmarried woman 
with kids was counted as legit 
by about 70 percent of those 
polled, etc. At the bottom of 
the list, of course, was a co- 
habitating gay male couple 
without kids: 20 percent 
said that this, too, constitutes 
a “family.” 

This was a very conserva¬ 
tive Republican convention, 
shunned by “moderates” and 
heavily packed with funda¬ 
mentalists (a deliberate Bush 
policy, implemented when he 
thought Perot was going to 
be a serious factor in the fall 
election). If even 20 per¬ 
cent of these hard-core reac¬ 
tionaries acknowledge our le¬ 
gitimacy, what must others 
think? 

Polls suggest that interest 
in and support for an anti-gay 
crusade is at an all-time low. 
Although only 50 percent of 
the general public thinks that 
a “gay lifestyle” is legitimate, 
fully 80 percent oppose dis¬ 
crimination against lesbians 
and gays. The ban on queers 
in the military is pissing peo¬ 
ple off. They can’t understand 
why we should spend half a 


billion dollars to purge out 
competent soldiers. When a 
distraction like fag bashing or 
feminist baiting works, it 
works well. But when it fails, 
it doesn’t just lie there, it 
turns on you like a 
boomerang. 

The Bush administration 
has several closet queers 
working for it, notably Pen¬ 
tagon flak Pete Williams. 
Hawking “Family Values” on 
one hand and hiring open 
fags on the other all too clear¬ 
ly highlights Republican 
hypocrisy. Trumpeting such 
obviously phony concerns and 
ignoring real issues is coming 
across, at least this year, as 
the desperate and evil ploy of 
a morally bankrupt politician. 

The Democrats are playing 
it smart, too. Instead of back¬ 
ing down and cringing, 
they’ve stuck to their guns 
and accused Bush of preach¬ 
ing intolerance — which, of 
course, he is. The mainstream 
media, not traditionally a pro¬ 
moter of gay rights, has re¬ 
cently produced dozens of ar¬ 
ticles impeaching homopho¬ 
bia: reports of how when 
women in the army resist sex¬ 
ual harassment they’re ac¬ 
cused of being lesbians, a sto¬ 
ry about a Bush campaign 
worker being fired because 
he’s gay, TV specials on 
queer bashing, etc. Several 
pieces have clearly acknowl¬ 
edged that homosexuality is 
becoming a key issue in this 
election, a litmus test that 
could make or break either 
candidate. But their consen¬ 
sus, even among conservative 
columnists, is that it will help 
the Democrats more than the 
Republicans. 

Can it be that the tide is 
turning? I think so, although 
the battle is far from over. It 
could still go either way, for 
us or against us. But until this 
year I never saw any prospect 
that it could go any way but 
against us. Bush’s queer-bash¬ 
ing “Family Values” cam¬ 
paign is going to blow up in 
his face, just like it did in Per¬ 
ot’s. He’s definitely going to 
lose California (GOP strate¬ 
gists have already written it 
off) and probably the election. 
If he does, it will be because 
of black voter turnout, the 
“Year of the Woman,” and his 
failed moral crusade against 
the queers. What an honor! 

G.O.P. asshole update 

The recent national con¬ 
vention of the GOP in Hous¬ 
ton had at least one intriguing 
booth in its sideshow area: a 
tent offering free prostate ex¬ 
ams. It’s not clear why this 
service — which basically con¬ 
sists of having a doctor stick 
some fingers up your butt — 
was considered particularly 
appropriate for such an event. 
Perhaps it’s because so many 
Republican ex-presidents (e.g., 
Ronald Reagan) and senators 
(e.g., Jesse Helms) have had 
their prostates removed. 

But we wonder why, since 
Helm’s prostate was yanked 
last year, that he is reported 
to have spent two and a half 
hours in that rectal exam 
booth? And is it true that in- 
spectees were offered a 
choice of a wide range of 
lubes? What about the ru¬ 
mors that the whole project 
was sponsored by the Log 
Cabin Gay Republican club, 
as a covert scheme to hook 
“Family Values” crusaders on 


anal stimulation? Finally, a 
Usually Unreliable Source 
suspects that illegal drug use 
was going on, too: “I’m posi¬ 
tive that I smelled poppers 
when I walked past that tent.” 

Don’t worry, UUS, I’m 
sure that was just an entirely 
legal application of appropri¬ 
ately prescribed amyl nitrate 
(used to treat angina), rather 
than the wanton use of illegal 
stimulants. A lot of these Re¬ 
publicans have very weak 
hearts — when they have them 
at all. 

Some definitely illegal 
drug use in the White House 
itself has, however, been con¬ 
firmed. Best-selling author 
Millie the Dog, who, as men¬ 
tioned in this column last 
week, suffers from the canine 
version of Grave’s disease, 
was recently revealed to be 
taking the hormone Pred¬ 
nisone. Now, according to 
FDA regulations a drug can’t 
be prescribed for an animal 
unless it has been specifically 


tested and approved for that 
species — which is not the 
case with Prednisone. 

So where is Millie getting 
her fix? There’s no legal way 
she can acquire it. Getting a 
prescription and using it for 
unapproved treatments is 
against the law. PWAs who 
use unapproved drugs can get 
busted, or at least find that 
their greedy insurers will 
refuse to pay for them. Has 
Millie joined the treatment un¬ 
derground? If so, she has 
nothing to worry about. FDA 
officials have assured the pub¬ 
lic that “we won’t be going af¬ 
ter Millie.” No, all those laws 
and regulations are only for 
us little people, not for the 
dogs of the rich and famous. 
After all, if the daughter or 
granddaughter of a Bush or a 
Quayle gets pregnant and 
needs an abortion, their anti¬ 
choice parents can simply 
ship them to Sweden or some 
other civilized country for the 
operation. Why should they 


do less for their dogs? 

But that’s the way the Re¬ 
publicans operate: it’s not 
what you know, it’s who you 
know. Look at the case of 
Mary Fisher, the millionairess 
HIVer who spoke at their 
convention. Although the 
GOP needed something to 
counter the Demos, who after 
all had two HIVers speak, 
they balked at letting her on 
the podium. Only the absolute 
insistence of her father, who 
happens to be the biggest 
GOP contributor in the Mid¬ 
west, got her the slot. Dad- 
dykins also bought the poor 
little rich girl her very own 
AIDS organization to play 
The applause for her was cut 
short and she was hustled off 
the stage to make way for the 
actor who plays the title role in 
“Major Dad”; he made a few 
off-color jokes before introduc¬ 
ing Marilyn Quayle. Yup, those 
Republicans really know their 
Family Values. T

Alphabet Soup: CDC, WHO, 
on Non-HIV 'AIDS'

ATLANTA - Top AIDS 
officials announced Friday, 
August 14, that preliminary 
investigations have failed to 
turn up any evidence that a 
virus is the cause of a new 
AIDS-like condition or that 
the ailment is increasing in 
frequency. Nor, they say, is 
there reason to fear that the 
AIDS-mimicking condition 


poses a threat to the nation’s 
blood supply. 

These conclusions and oth¬ 
ers, based on admittedly pre¬ 
liminary investigations, were 
presented at a meeting hastily 
called by the federal Centers 
for Disease Control. 

“Many of us are reassured 
by what we have heard to¬ 
day,” said Dr. Michael Mer- 
son of the World Health Or¬ 
ganization. He said it ap¬ 


peared that there are variety 
of possible causes of the 
AIDS-like illness, not a single 
cause such as in AIDS. 

The new syndrome, he 
said, is much less common 
than AIDS and in laboratory 
studies is entirely different 
than AIDS. 

Footprints of a virus 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, direc¬ 
tor of the Office of AIDS Re¬

search at the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health, said, “There 
is no definitive evidence of an 
identifiable virus” that may 
be causing the condition. He 
did say, however, that some 
researchers had turned up ev¬ 
idence of “footprints of a 
virus” or virus particles in 
some patients with severely 
depressed immune systems. 
But he said this finding did 
not mean an infectious agent 
was present. 

“We will address each and 
every question as scientists,” 
Fauci said. “If there is a virus, 
we will find it very quickly.” 

Dr. Gerald Quinnan Jr. of 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration said, “We don’t have 
evidence of a disease at the 
present that poses a risk to 
the blood supply.” 

The mysterious condition 
became the focus of interna¬ 
tional attention last month at 
a meeting of AIDS experts in 
Amsterdam, after it was re¬ 
vealed the number of such 
cases, though still rare, are be¬ 
ginning to mount. 

The condition mimics 
AIDS, with its victims suffer¬ 
ing from impaired immune 
systems and developing 
symptoms similar to those 
seen in AIDS patients. How¬ 
ever, the patients with the 
condition repeatedly tested 
negative for either HIV-1 or 
HIV-2, the two known AIDS 
viruses. 

CDC cases: 14? 30? 50? 

The CDC has identified 
fourteen people in the United 
States with the AIDS like ill¬ 
ness and is investigating an¬ 
other ten possible cases. At 
least eleven cases have been 
reported in six other coun¬ 
tries. 

Dr. Martha Rogers of the 
CDC’s AIDS epidemiology 
section told reporters that 30 
cases of the AIDSmimicking 
disease had been reported to 
the federal health agency 
since 1989. She said the cases 
were not clustered and there 
was no transmission to spous¬ 
es or other household con¬ 
tacts. 

In addition to those 30 cas¬ 
es, eighteen additional cases 
have been reported in other 
countries. 

“I am totally unconvinced 
that we are dealing with a 
new virus or a new disease,” 
said Dr. Martin Hirsch, pro¬ 


fessor of medicine at the Har¬ 
vard Medical School, after 
hearing some of the presenta¬ 
tions. He said a medical paper 
prepared in 1987 reported 
nineteen cases of an immu- 
nine deficiency disease in 
1952, long before the start of 
the AIDS epidemic in 1981. 

“I for one do not believe it 
is increasing in frequency,” 
said Hirsch. 

“I think the data are com¬ 
ing and this is not something 
new,” said Dr. John 
Brundage, chief of epidemiol¬ 
ogy at the Walter Reed Army 
Institute of Research. “Since 
three weeks ago in Amster¬ 
dam, there has been less than 
50 cases reported to the 
CDC.” 

The AIDSlike condition 
also does not occur frequent¬ 
ly, he said. “If this is not fre¬ 
quent and is not new, is it 
increasing over time? That is 
the critical epidemiological 
question that has not been an¬ 
swered.” He also predicted 
that most of the medical puz¬ 
zle associated with the AIDS¬ 
like syndrome will be solved 
within the next three months. 

Dr. Donald Armstrong, 
chief of infectious diseases at 
Memorial Sloan Kettering 
Cancer Center, said he had 
doubts about many of the cas¬ 
es reported at the meeting. 
He said that when the AIDS 
epidemic started there were 
no doubts in the scientific 
community that a new dis¬ 
ease had begun its rampage. 

Hirsch and others said 
there was no evidence so far 
that would warrant tighter 
screening of the nations’ 
blood supply. 

Dr. Clifford Lane of the 
National Institutes of Health 
said the low blood cell counts 
in people with AIDS-like con¬ 
ditions could be caused by 
diseases not related to AIDS. 

Lane also indicated that 
the news media might be 
blowing the story out of pro¬ 
portion. “We have a media 
that is very starved for news 
about HFVj” Lane said. 

Blood banks reassured 

Federal health officials and 
representatives of the nation’s 
blood banks then met in 
Rockville, Md., Tuesday, Au¬ 
gust 18, to discuss whether 
the condition could be spread 
through the blood supply. 

Officials from the National 
Institutes of Health, the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol reviewed scientific evi¬ 
dence with the American Red 
Cross, the American Associa¬ 
tion of Blood Banks and the 
Council of Community Blood 
Centers. 

Quinnan believes that 
there is no evidence that the 
disease poses a risk to the 
blood supply. If the condition 
is caused by a new virus, ex¬ 
isting screening procedures -- 
a series of questions put to 
potential donors to determine 
their possible risk of infection 
- would protect blood recipi¬ 
ents, he said; ▼

Deadline Extended to Aug. 31

The NAMES Project in 
San Francisco is feverishly 
adding thousands of panels to 
the AIDS Memorial Quilt, 
preparing it for an October 
display in Washington, D.C. 

The entire quilt, comprised 
of over 21,400 panels so far 
(not including many that are 
still in boxes and as yet un¬ 
counted), will be displayed 
October 9-11 in Washington, 
D.C., where it will cover near¬ 
ly fifteen acres on the 
grounds of the Washington 
Monument. The display will 
coincide with a gathering of 
AIDS-related service organi¬ 
zations and volunteers that 
will provide a forum for 
AIDS education and aware¬ 
ness, and a way to revitalize 
volunteerism. 

The Quilt is made up of in¬ 
dividual cloth panels, hand 
made and creatively decorat¬ 
ed by friends and loved ones, 
each representing someone 
who has died of AIDS. In its 
first display in October 1987, 
it consisted of fewer than 
2,000 panels and weighed just 
over two tons. 

Today it weighs 30.7 tons, 
according to Linda Boyd of 
the NAMES Project. So many 
panels have poured into the 
group’s workshop in the past 
few weeks alone that a former 
July 15 deadline for Washing¬ 
ton-bound panels has been ex¬ 
tended to August 31. By now 
it’s so enormous that Boyd 
estimates it will take 
twenty people two hours to 
load each of the eight 48-foot 
trucks that will haul the pan¬ 
els to Oakland, where they 
will be loaded onto trains for 
Washington. 

And yet, as large as the 
Quilt is, it represents only thir-

porters had been unable to do

The Quilt's history 

The Quilt was created by 
San Francisco resident Cleve 
Jones as a way to remember 
and honor those who have 
died of AIDS. He decided to 
create a memorial during a 
candlelight march honoring 
late gay supervisor Harvey 
Milk. At that time Jones 
asked marchers to write 
down the names of everyone 
they knew who had died of 
AIDS and post them on the 
wall of the Federal Building. 
He then looked at the wall of 
names and thought it resem¬ 
bled a quilt. The rest is histo- 

ry. 

In its fifth anniversary the 
Quilt represents the enormity 
of the AIDS pandemic. It of¬ 
fers a positive and a creative 
means of expression, and hon¬ 
ors those who have been 
touched by AIDS. By display¬ 
ing various parts of the Quilt 
around the world, the 
NAMES Project strives to ed¬ 
ucate everyone of the impact 
of the disease. “The Quilt in 
our nation’s capital will stand 
as a powerful reminder that 
the AIDS pandemic continues 
unabated and will only be 
stopped when people commit 
to a unified effort to bring it 
under control,” Jones says. 

The Washington display 
will begin Friday, October 9, 
at 10 a.m. with the traditional 
unfolding and the reading of 
the names of those represent¬ 
ed by the panels. Later that 
evening the Second Annual 
Friends of the Quilt dinner 
will be held, honoring the ma¬ 
jor donors to the NAMES 
Project. 

On Saturday, after the 


ate amendments. The bill will 
then be referred to a confer¬ 
ence committee made up of 
members of both houses.

closing of the display for the 
night, there will a candlelight 
march to the Lincoln Memori¬ 
al. Representatives from ev¬ 
ery continent of the world 
will attend, recognizing those 
in their countries who have 
been affected by the disease. 

Volunteers needed 

With so many thousands of 
panels added to the Quilt this 
year, getting them to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., in time for the 
display will be no easy task. 
The week-long process of 
loading the trucks will begin 
on September 14. Boyd asks 
any interested volunteers to 
contact her at the NAMES 
Project at (415) 863-5511. The 
NAMES Project is also seek¬ 
ing volunteers who know 
how to sew to help with the 
preparation of the panels. 

According to Boyd, anyone 
who is unable to finish panels 
by the August 31 deadline can 
take them to Washington, 
D.C., where they will be 
added to the display. 

The Quilt was nominated 
for the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1989 and 1990, and Common 
Threads: Stories from the 
Quilt, a documentary film 
about it, won an Academy 
Award in 1990. 

Along the way, the 
NAMES Project has raised 
over 1 million dollars for hun¬ 
dreds of AIDS organizations 


in North America and has ed¬ 
ucated thousands of young 
people through school dis¬ 
plays. 

“It’s critically important 
that we educate people in 


school,” Boyd said. “It’s one of 
our main goals that we edu¬ 
cate young people about 
AIDS. It’s a very moving and 
beautiful way to educate 
young people.” T

ing a challenge from State 
Sen. H.L. Richardson (R), a 
right wing lawmaker in the 
mold of longtime gay foe 
Rep. William Dannemeyer 
(R). 

• A place where gay sup¬ 
porters hope to remove one 
of the strongest anti-gay law¬ 
makers to come in to the 
House this session is in the 
state’s upstate 4th District. 
There, Rep. John Doolittle 
(R), who has joined Dan¬ 
nemeyer in charges against 
gays, is again facing a strong 
challenge from pro-gay for¬ 
mer schoolteacher Patricia 
Malberg (D), who opposed 
him in 1990. With the district 
redrawn in favor of the 
Democrats, pro-gay forces 
hope to get this one in their 
column this time around. 

• One place in the state 
where the choices between 
candidates on gay issues is 
not as clear is in Boxer’s old 
San Francisco-based 6th Dis¬ 
trict. There, pro-gay Republi¬ 
can Bill Filante will face pro¬ 
gay Vice-Mayor Lynn 
Woolsey. Although the dis¬ 
trict is overwhelmingly 
Democratic, Filante has 
raised $250,000 for the 
November race. Woolsey, a 
strong campaigner, beat out a 
number of other strong pro¬ 
gay candidates, including an 
openly lesbian candidate, for 
the nomination. 

• In the state’s 11th District 
south of Sacramento, the 
choices are much more clear. 
In that race, farmer Richard 
Pombo (R) is facing Patti 
Garamendi (D), the wife of 
the state’s insurance commis¬ 
sioner. Pombo, who pub¬ 
lished a campaign tabloid 
blasting a Republican prima¬ 
ry opponent for attending a 
gay activist dinner, is being 
characterized as being one of 
the most fiercely anti-gay can¬ 
didates in recent memory. 
Garamendi, who is a vocal 
supporter of gay and lesbian 
rights, is expected to win in 
the Republican-leaning, but 
pro-choice district. 

• After openly gay San Ma¬ 
teo County Commissioner 
Tom Nolan lost his primary 
for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion in the state’s Silicone 


Valley-based 14th District, the 
race for this seat became an¬ 
other split situation for gays 
and lesbians. In November 
Anna Eshoo (D) will go up 
against Tom Huening (R). 
Both candidates are strong 
supporters of gay rights and 
serve on the San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty Commission. In 1990, Es¬ 
hoo nearly beat Rep. Tom 
Campbell (R), who retired the 
seat for a failed Senate bid. 

• Sharp differences greet 
voters in the San Luis Obis¬ 
po-based 22nd District where 
incumbent Rep. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino (R) was defeated 
in the GOP primary by mil¬ 
lionaire businessman Michael 
Huffington. He will battle 
Santa Barbara City Commis¬ 
sioner Gloria Ochoa (D) for 
the seat in a race largely de¬ 
fined by environmental is¬ 
sues. Ochoa, who worked to 
pass a local gay rights law in 
Santa Barbara, is presently 
the highest ranking Filipino 
woman in the nation. Huffing¬ 
ton, who recently moved into 
the district, has pledged to 
spend whatever it takes to 
win. 

• In the Ventura County- 
based 23rd District, Demo¬ 
cratic political activist Anita 
Perez-Ferguson will challenge 
militantly anti-gay incumbent 
Rep. Elton Gallegly (R). 
Perez-Ferguson has been the 
recipient of a key endorse¬ 
ment from EMILY’s List, a 
political group promoting pro- 
choice women for Congress. 

• Maintaining gay activists’ 
tactical edge in the pivotal 
House Rules Committee will 
be a priority in the race in the 
24th District where pro-gay 
Anthony Beilenson (D) is fac¬ 
ing a challenge from state As¬ 
semblyman Tom McClintock 
(R), one of the most strongly 
anti-gay members of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Legislature. 

• An unusual race is shap¬ 
ing up in the West Holly- 
wood-Beverly Hills-centered 
29th District where gay rights 
and AIDS funding champion 
Henry Waxman (D) is facing 
a challenge from an openly 
gay opponent. Mark Robbins 
(R), who served in the Reagan 
White House and for two con¬ 
servative lawmakers, is not 
receiving the support of 
HRCF, which insists it would 
have “zero credibility” if it en¬ 
dorsed Robbins. Waxman has

New Blood 
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led the charge on dozens of 
AIDS bills over the years. 

• In the majority Hispanic, 
East Los Angeles-based 33rd 
District, Lucille Roybal-Al- 
lard (D), daughter of Rep. Ed 
Roybal (D), is considered a 
lock on the rock-hard Demo¬ 
cratic seat after winning her 
party primary. In the state As¬ 
sembly, Roybal-Allard earned 
100 percent ratings from gay 
rights groups. 

• Pro- and anti-gay forces 
will face off in the state’s San¬ 
ta Monica-based 36th District 


where conservative Los Ange¬ 
les City Councilwoman Joan 
Milke Flores (R) will do battle 
with pro-gay attorney Jane 
Harman (D), a former staffer 
in the Carter White House. In 
this fiercely contested seat, 
Harman is receiving funds 
from EMILY’s List members. 

• Strange outcomes may re¬ 
sult from the race in the ma¬ 
jority black 37th District, 
where Compton Mayor Walter 
Tucker (D) beat out Lynn Dy- 
mally, daughter of the retiring 
Rep. Mervyn Dymally (D), in 
the party primary. What 
scares gay rights supporters is 
that Tucker attacked Dymally, 
who they supported, for back¬ 
ing gay rights. As the district 
is a lock for the Democrats, 


gay groups are hoping that 
other members of the House’s 
Black Caucus, which almost 
unanimously supports gay 
rights, will sway Tucker’s 
vote. 

• Risks also are present in 
the 42nd District where gay 
rights backer Rep. George 
Brown (D) is, for the 
umpteenth time, fighting for 
his political life. This time, the 
challenge in the redrawn dis¬ 
trict comes from Republican 
Dick Rutan, who piloted the 
Voyager sailboat around the 
world. Rutan has come out 
against gay and lesbian rights. 

In the Orange County- 
based 46th District, there is 
bad news and good news for 
gays and lesbians. The bad 


news is that Rep. Robert Dor- 
nan (R), one of the House’s 
most vocal anti-gay stalwarts, 
is safe in his bid for re-elec¬ 
tion, having beaten a pro-gay, 
pro-choice Republican in the 
primaries. The good news, ac¬ 
tivists note, is that with the 
district now redrawn, it will 
likely be majority Hispanic by 
1994, leaving open the possibil¬ 
ity of a strong Democratic 
challenge then. 

• Better news comes from 
the San Diego-based 49th Dis¬ 
trict, where a pro-gay Demo¬ 
crat, San Diego Parks Com¬ 
missioner Lynn Schenk (D), 
will face pro-gay Republican 
Judy Jarvis. 

• Another lock for 
Democrats and gay rights ad¬ 
vocates will come in the 50th 
District where San Diego City 
Councilman Bob Filner has al¬ 
ready won his primary in the 
overwhelmingly Democratic 
district. 

Elsewhere, the races with 
high stakes for gay rights 
backers may be fewer and far- 
between, but they are equally 
important: 

Hawaii has the rare distinc¬ 
tion of being the only state 
where the entire delegation is 
on the federal gay rights bill 
as cosponsors. 

There, both House mem¬ 
bers are safe in their bids, but 
Sen. Daniel Inouye (D), is fac¬ 
ing a challenge in both the 
Democratic primary and in 
the November election. Maui 
City Councilman Wayne Nishi- 
ki (D) is running against In¬ 
ouye as a political outsider 
working against the state 
Democratic machine. State 
Rep. Rick Reed (R) will chal¬ 
lenge the Democrat in the fall 
with the race centering on en¬ 
vironmental issues. 

In Alaska, Sen. Frank 
Murkowski (R), a consistent 
vote against gay rights, will be 
facing an angry electorate, 
which may serve as an open¬ 
ing for gay interests. In the 
Sept. 1 primary, voters will 
chose between Democrats 
Willie Hensley, a Native 
American businessman, and 
businessman Tony Smith. 
Both Democrats support gay 
and lesbian rights. 

In the state’s one at-large 
seat, conservative Rep. Don 
Young (R) will again face gay 
rights backer Valdez Mayor 
John Devens (D), who came 
within two points of beating 
Young in 1990. 

In Oregon, the races for 
gays and lesbians are being 
largely shaped by the elec¬ 
torate’s mood on a hotly con¬ 
tested battle on an anti-gay 
ballot measure which would 
ban gay rights ordinances in 
the state. 

In the Senate race, incum¬ 
bent Sen. Bob Packwood (R) 
will face Rep. Les AuCoin (D). 
Although both are cosponsors 
of the federal gay rights bill, 
Packwood’s courtship of anti¬ 


gay groups in order to stave 
off a third party challenge is 
working in AuCoin’s favor 
with gay voters. 

The ballot initiative is cen¬ 
tral in the state’s 1st District 
race west of Portland where 
businesswoman Elizabeth 
Furse (D) is running against 
anti-gay lobbyist Tony Meeker 
(R), who defeated a moderate 
Republican in the primary. 

In Washington state, the 
Senate race to replace Sen. 
Brock Adams (D) is made 
murky by the state’s unusual 
Sept. 15 primary. There, all 
candidates —Democrats and 
Republicans —run on the 
same ballot. The top vote-get¬ 
ters of each party run in the 
fall. 

Coming into this volatile 
situation are Democrats Don 
Bonker, a former House mem¬ 
ber, and state Sen. Patty Mur¬ 
ray. Both are seen as support¬ 
ive of gay rights. 

Among the Republicans are 
Rep. Rod Chandler, who is 
somewhat supportive of gay 
rights; King County Executive 
Tim Hill, moderate on gay is¬ 
sues; and state Sen. Leo 
Thorsness, an ally of televan¬ 
gelist Pat Robertson. 

• In the state’s northern 1st 
District state Rep. Maria 
Cantwell, a strong gay rights 
backer, will go up against tele¬ 
vision personality Mark Gard¬ 
ner in the state primary. The 
winner will challenge right 
wing state Sen. Gary Nelson 
(R) in the general election. 

• In the Olympia-based 3rd 
District, Rep. Jolene Unsoeld 
(D), for four years the target of 
Republican hit lists, will again 
face a strong challenge from 
the Republicans, again over 
the divisive timber issue. 

• The open 4th District will 
see anti-gay state Sen. Jim Je- 
serning fight pro-gay state 
Rep. Jim Inslee for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination. All the Re¬ 
publicans in this race oppose 
gay and lesbian rights. 

• In the state’s east-of-Seat- 
tle 8th District, six Republi¬ 
cans are battling for their par¬ 
ty’s nomination. All but one of 
these are anti-abortion 
candidates. The one pro-choice 
GOP candidate, former state 
Republican Chairman Pam 
Roach, is somewhat support¬ 
ive of gay rights. Pro-gay 
Democrat George Tamblin is 
considered a longshot in this 
majority Republican seat. 

• In the newly drawn 9th 
seat, Democratic state Sen. 
Mike Kreidler, a pro-gay veter¬ 
an of Operation Desert Storm, 
is running hard against two 
anti-gay Republican candi¬ 
dates, state Sen. Peter VonRe- 
ichbauer and King County 
Councilman Paul Barden. ▼

A national resource guide 
listing more than 500 busi¬ 
nesses and organizations sup¬ 
portive of alternative sexual 
lifestyles has recently been 
published under the name 
The Black Book. According 
to its editor, Bill Brent, it is 
only the first of what will be 
an annual publication. 

The 100-page spiral bound 
guide is divided into ten cate¬ 
gories and lists special inter¬ 
est groups around the country 
and the names and numbers 
of the appropriate contacts. 
The focus of the groups vary, 
from neo-primitive piercing 
and tattooing to transgender, 
leather, fetish, and other sex¬ 


ual minority groups. 

“Everyone is sexual,” says 
Brent. “However, we’re living 
through an era when some 
very powerful forces are try¬ 
ing to control our behavior by 
suppressing se;x and fostering 
ignoranee. My reaction was to 
create a resource that fights 
this dehumanizing trend.”

their addresses, but it was 
clear who U.S. Rep. Newt 
Gingrich (R-Ga.), the House 
minority whip, was referring 
to when he condemned 
Democratic Party “approval” 
of “radical lifestyles.” 

Quayle echoes Buchanan 

There was no doubt who 
Quayle was talking about 
when, during his acceptance 
speech, he said, “Americans 
try to raise their children 
to understand right and 
wrong—only to be told that 
every so-called ‘lifestyle alter¬ 
native’ is morally equivalent. 
That is wrong.” 

Echoing Buchanan’s theme 
of a “cultural war,” Quayle 
then said, “The gap between 
us and our opponents is a cul¬ 
tural divide. It is not just a 
difference between conserva¬ 
tive and liberal. It is a differ¬ 
ence between fighting for 
what is right and refusing to 
see what is wrong.” 

Quayle denounced gays 
and lesbians in appearances 
throughout the week, and he 
contrasted those supporting 
“traditional family values” 
with everyone else. 

After bragging to a funda¬ 
mentalist Christian rally that 
he “told the cultural elite that 
it’s wrong to say the tradition¬ 
al family isn’t any better than 
other lifestyle choices,” 
Quayle told the crowd, “It’s 
always nice to be with the 
people who are part of the 
real America.” 

Gays hnd lesbians weren’t 
the only targets at the conven¬ 
tion. Single mothers, working 
mothers, those who support 
abortion rights and seemingly 
anyone who didn’t adhere to 
“traditional family values” 
came under attack at one 
time or another. 

First Lady Barbara Bush 
and Mary Fisher, an HIV-pos¬ 
itive woman and the daughter 
of a top Republican fundrais¬ 
er, offered the only excep¬ 
tions to the divisive “family 
values” rhetoric. 

“However you define fam¬ 
ily, that’s what we mean by 
family values,” said Bush. In 
1990, Barbara Bush wrote a 
letter stating that anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination “always brings 
with it pain and perpetuates 
hate and intolerance.” 

Fisher told the crowd not 
to “praise the American fam¬ 
ily but ignore a virus that de¬ 
stroys it” and said she is “one 
with the lonely gay man shel¬ 
tering a flickering candle 
from the cold wind of his 
family’s rejection.” 

The Republican Party plat¬ 
form was a huge victory for 
the far right. Fundamentalist 
religious leaders said they got 
virtually everything they 
asked for, including the anti¬ 
gay planks and opposition to 
condom distribution and to 
all abortions—even when 
they involve pregnancies em¬ 
anating from rape or incest. 
The platform also calls on the 
president to appoint only 
those judges “who respect tra¬ 
ditional family values and the 
sanctity of innocent human 
life,” and it supports prayer 
and Bible clubs in the public 
schools. In addition, the docu¬ 
ment calls for the National 
Endowment for the Arts to 
deny funding to any art that 
“mocks the moral and spiritu¬ 
al basis on which our society 
is founded.” 

The platform quotes sever¬ 
al Biblical verses and it re¬ 
peatedly states that civil law 


should be based upon “our 
Judeo-Christian heritage.” 

Robertson; in a speech dur¬ 
ing an Aug. 17 “God and 
Country” rally at a hotel 
across the street from the con¬ 
vention site, praised the Re¬ 
publican Party for “standing 
up for traditional values” and 
denounced Clinton for having 
“a secular political agenda,” 
rather than a Bible-based one. 
But he said this year’s Repub¬ 
lican platform was only “the 
first installment on 1996.” 

“Our goal is to see that the 
principles we stand for are 
put into the laws of the Unit¬ 
ed States, until we can truly 
say, ‘This is one nation under 
God,”’ he said. 

Anti-gay platform 

This platform was the first 
in which the party even men¬ 
tioned gays and lesbians, and 
none of the references were 
positive. 

The document opposes le¬ 
galizing same-sex marriage 
and allowing gays and les¬ 
bians to adopt children or be¬ 
come foster parents. “Repub¬ 
licans oppose and resist the 
efforts of the Democratic Par¬ 
ty to redefine the traditional 
American family,” the plat¬ 
form states. 


The platform supports the 
military’s ban on gays and les¬ 
bians, and it says, “We oppose 
efforts by the Democrat [SIC] 
Party to include sexual pref¬ 
erence as a protected minori¬ 
ty receiving preferential sta¬ 
tus under civil rights statutes 
at the federal, State, and local 
level.” 

That plank apparently was 
taking aim at Democratic Par¬ 


ty support for laws that bar 
anti-gay discrimination in em¬ 
ployment, housing and other 
areas. The Democratic Party 
does not endorse quotas or af¬ 
firmative action for gays and 
lesbians, as the term “prefer¬ 
ential status” implies. 

The Republicans also said 
they “stand united with those 
private organizations, such as 
the Boy Scouts of America, 


who are defending decency in 
fulfillment of their own moral 
responsibilities. We reject the 
irresponsible position of those 
corporations that have cut off 
contributions to such organi¬ 
zations because of their coura¬ 
geous stand for family val¬ 
ues.” 

The majority of Republi¬ 
can delegates interviewed by

war,” demonstrating that 
Buchanan is not the only one 
working to implement the 
fundamentalist Christian agen¬ 
da. 

In a recent highly publi¬ 
cized case, attorneys for the 
city of Los Angeles filed 
sworn depositions alleging 
LAPD Assistant Chief Robert 
Vernon’s Christian fundamen¬ 
talism interfered with the per¬ 
formance of his duty. In 
sworn testimony before the 
Christopher Commission, for¬ 
mer Assistant Chief Jesse 
Brewer said that Vernon 
headed a “God Squad” within 
the LAPD. But Los Angeles 
is not the only city in Califor¬ 
nia with an alleged “God 
Squad.” 

“Everyone knows there’s a 
‘God Squad’ here [in the Fres¬ 
no Police Department],” says 
Chuck Mullis, 57, a heterosex¬ 
ual friend and member of 
Forston’s computer bulletin 
board. “But most are afraid to 
divulge it. There are groups 
of officers, known religious 
homophobes, who kneel and 
pray before each assignment.” 

“The bigotry down here is 
ridiculous,” says Liz Maines, a 
26-year-old lesbian member of 
Forston’s computer bulletin 
board. “The KKK shows up 
at the Gay Pride Parade, and 
sometimes people will spot 
cops in the Klan group. These 
people are out on a religious 
crusade against the gay com¬ 
munity. We have the Con¬ 
cerned Women of America 
and Lou Sheldon here. [U.S. 
Congressman William] Dan- 
nemeyer [R - Orange County 
CA] comes into town and says 
that gays are trying to destroy 
the family — that this is a 
war and we need to fight 
back. It’s not like I’m whin¬ 
ing. People in bigger cities 
don’t have to deal with it.” 

Fresno's 'God Squad' 

Lt. Mike Guthrie, comman¬ 
der of the Fresno Police Inter¬ 
nal Investigation Unit, says he 
is not aware of a ‘‘God 
Squad” on the Fresno force. 
Nor would he comment on 
the results of an internal in¬ 
vestigation conducted over a 
videotape that shows Detec¬ 
tive Clark, Forston’s arresting 
officer, addressing an Assem¬ 
bly of God congregation. 

On the videotape, viewed 
by this reporter, Clark says, “I 
am giving this presentation as 
a servant of Jesus Christ.” 
Clark says he was told by an 
unnamed informant that 
there was a “pedophile” com¬ 


puter bulletin board in Fres- 
rio, leading to his initial inves¬ 
tigation. 

“The investigation ensued 
and we wound up talking to a 
man who was arrested — 
Mark Forston — and he sent 
pornographic pictures of 
young men having sex with 
young men to me thinking I 
was 15 years of age. And then 
he tried to seduce me and he 
met me for the purpose of 
having a sexual date. And in¬ 
stead he went to jail,” Clark 
says on the tape. 

Clark’s “facts” are often 
questionable, and in this in¬ 
stance they are clearly 
wrong; computer system op¬ 
erators cannot “send” pictures 
and information — they must 
be “downloaded,” — and 
Forston never met with 
Clark. 

“I was scared,” Clark says 
of working to catch Forston. 
“But the pastor said, ‘The 
Lord has prepared you for 
such a time as this.’ 1 had op¬ 
position from almost every¬ 
body in my department. The 
people who were in charge of 
this investigation tried to stop 
it before it started. They said 
‘It’s not going to work. The 
homosexuals are going to sue 
us,’ and that didn’t happen ei¬ 
ther — because the pastor 
and my neighbors and some 
of the officers were praying 
for me. Prayer is the key to 
this whole world.” 

Clark says that he has “tak¬ 
en more flack from this one 
than any case I’ve ever been 
on,” saying he’s received hate 
mail ‘‘because they have 
pornography on their boards.” 


He also revealed to the con¬ 
gregation that “the Lord 
reached down and touched” 
his heart, taking away his pro¬ 
fanity and desire to look at 
pornography (although he still 
maintains hundreds of files in 
his computer that he offers to 
share with the audience). He 
asks the Lord and his pastor 
for help because of the diffi¬ 
culty implicit in “saying what 
I’m going to have to say” to 
Forston, who he presumes is 
a “pedophile.” 

'Spiritual warfare' 

“This is spiritual warfare,” 
Clark told his congregation, 
using much of Buchanan’s 
language. “We’re in a war. 
Sometimes we don’t feel like 
it but there’s a real spiritual 
war going on. And if we 
could see the end and the 
swords, and the angels out 
there, we’d probably be sa¬ 
cred to death.” Clark exhort¬ 
ed the congregation to “take a 
stand against the devil,” so 
that “when the day of evil 
comes, and it’s here, you may 
be able to stand your ground. 
Mark Forston and other peo¬ 
ple like him are not the ene¬ 
my. Satan is the enemy.” 

He then asked to be God’s 
“ambassador on this earth.”

this reporter supported the 
party’s anti-gay positions. 

“I think the Democratic 
Party is pandering and bend¬ 
ing over and saying [to gays], 
‘Hop aboard, we’ll take you to 
the White House,”’ said Eu¬ 
gene Delgaudio, a Bush dele¬ 
gate from Virginia. “The Re¬ 
publican Party is saying, 
‘You’re not coming near me, 
brother. Get the hell away 
from me.’” 

“The gay community’s ulti¬ 
mate aim is to reach into the 
school system and recruit 
kids into their lifestyle,” said 
Pat Mullins, another Bush 
delegate from Virginia. “And 
the Democrats are falling for 
it.” 

“I believe our position is 
morally correct, and that civil 
law should reflect moral law, 
in terms of the Judeo-Chris- 
tian ethic,” said Mary Rumph, 
a Bush delegate from Okla¬ 
homa. 

Protecting gays and les¬ 
bians from discrimination 
“would promote the lifestyle, 
and I don’t approve of the 
lifestyle,” said Merle Phillips, 
a state representative from 
Pennsylvania and a Bush del¬ 
egate. “That’s unfair to family 
values.” 

But Beth Richey, a mem¬ 
ber of the Louisiana Republi¬ 
can Party State Central Com¬ 
mittee, said she was “not com¬ 
fortable” with the party’s at¬ 
tacks against lesbians and 
gays. 

“It’s not appropriate to 
bash gays,” she said. 

Some moderate Republi¬ 
can politicians also criticized 
the anti-gay posturing. 

“This platform is a tragic 
mistake for the Republican 


Party,” said U.S. Rep. Bill 
Green, a pro-gay Republican 
from Manhattan. “It belies 
our history, it’s bad politics 
and it paints the party very 
dangerously into a corner. I 
think it will lose votes.” 

The party also addressed 
AIDS issues in its platform, 
changing the AIDS plank that 
it had in the 1988 platform. 
The platform now opposes 
condom distribution and nee¬ 
dle exchange programs, assert¬ 
ing that “marital fidelity, absti¬ 
nence, and a drug-free 
lifestyle” are the best ways to 
combat the epidemic. 

The Republicans also en¬ 
dorsed laws that criminalize 
the knowing transmission of 
HIV. 

The party emphasized its 
“compassion” for those with 
HIV, and vowed to “oppose, as 
a matter of decency and hon¬ 
or, any discrimination against 
Americans who are its vic¬ 
tims.” 

Tim Sweeney, executive di¬ 
rector of the New York-based 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis, the 
country’s largest AIDS service 
organization, said he was not 
impressed by the Republicans’ 
“empty rhetoric” of compas¬ 
sion. 

“They have politicized the 
response to this epidemic, and 
that will cost untold numbers 
of lives,” he said. “What they 
say flies in the face of what 
are accepted health princi¬ 
ples.” 

Condoms and needle ex- 
hange programs are “proven” 
ways to combat HIV, Sweeney 
said, while expecting people to 
have sex only within a hetero¬ 
sexual marriage is “totally un¬ 
realistic.” 

Criminal transmission laws 
are unnecessary “because 
there are already laws on the 
books [such as those against 


battery and attempted murder] 
that cover that type of con¬ 
duct,” Sweeney said. “Criminal 
transmission laws stigmatize 
people with HIV and serve to 
divert attention from the lack 
of leadership by the party on 
AIDS.” 

Bush's attacks a first 

The Bush/Quayle cam¬ 
paign’s use of anti-gay rhetoric 
is a first. Although no Repub¬ 
lican president has ever en¬ 
dorsed gay and lesbian rights, 
none have ever explicitly de¬ 
nounced gays, as President 
Bush has done. Bush has said 
gays and lesbians are “not nor¬ 
mal,” and that gays should not 
raise children or be allowed to 
marry. Bush also opposes a 
federal gay and lesbian civil 
rights bill and supports the 
military’s ban on gays and les¬ 
bians. 

“President Bush has the 
shameful distinction of being 
the most blatantly anti-gay 
president in history,” said Ur- 
vashi Vaid, executive dirctor 
of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF). 
“Gay people have been vilified 
and demonized by this admin¬ 
istration, and the domestic 
agenda of the Far Right has 
become the domestic agenda 
of the Republican Party itself.” 

But Tony Mitchell, deputy 
press secretary for the 
Bush/Quayle campaign, insist¬ 
ed that the president is “not 
hostile to the gay community.” 

“The president has said he 
is a strong supporter of tradi¬ 
tional families, and unfortu¬ 
nately sometimes people twist 
that around to mean he is anti¬ 
gay,” Mitchell said. 

Bush believes a civil rights 
law protecting gays is “unnec¬ 
essary,” and he backs the anti¬ 
gay military policy because 
Pentagon officials have recom¬ 
mended that the policy re¬ 


main, he said. 

Mitchell pointed to Bush’s 
support for the 1990 Hate 
Crimes Statistics Act, which 
mandated the collection of fed¬ 
eral statistics on anti-gay and 
other bias-related crimes, as 
evidence that the president is 
not anti-gay. 

In addition, he said, Bush 
has said he does not exclude 
gays from working within his 
administration. ▼

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Death Takes a 
Queer Holiday

I t will take time to deter¬ 
mine if Gregg Araki will 
emerge as the next Gus 
Van Sant. But for those 
who’ve been waiting for a 
filmmaker to articulate the 
rage, passion, and skewed 
sensibility of post-boomer 
queers, the wait is over. Ara¬ 
ki’s latest release, The Living 
End, is simply to die for. 

Jon (Craig Gilmore) is a 
film critic who lives in his 
small Los Angeles apartment 
surrounded by blow-up 
Godzillas and posters of Cher. 
Early in the film, he learns he 
is HIV-positive and goes into 
a tailspin. His straight female 
friend, Darcy (Johanna Went) 
does her best to provide tea 
and sympathy but she can’t 
quite cut through the fog of 
depression surrounding Jon. 
But soon his car is flagged 
down by Luke (Mike Dytri). 

Also HIV-positive, Luke is 
running from a series of 
crimes, including the murder 
of three fag-bashing punks. 
He is buffed, smart-mouthed, 
and reckless — exactly the 
kind of man Jon should have 
nothing to do with. This, of 
course, explains their attrac¬ 
tion. 

New Dimensions 

Up-tight, pedantic Jon ends 
up swilling Jack Daniels like 
a trouper and dropping his 
pants often for Luke. Sudden¬ 
ly he discovers this death 
thing might have some new 
dimensions. Jon decides to 
play it like Camille guest-host¬ 
ing Saturday Night Live. At 
Luke’s insistence, the boys 
take off on a romp of assault, 


petty larceny, and hot sex. 
For their episodic journey, 
writer/director Araki provides 
a series of tragi-comic vi¬ 
gnettes filled with bizarre 
people and unlikely places. 

This, Araki’s third film, 
might play as black comedy if 
it weren’t for its underlying 
sense of anger and outrage. 


The Living 
End may 
prove to be 
as important 
to this 
current gay 
generation 
as Nick Ray's 
Rebel 
Without a 
Cause was to 
the alienated 
teens of the 
'50s. 


Vis a vis the AIDS crisis, this 
anger seems totally appropri¬ 
ate. And Araki scrupulously 
avoids that whining, “why 
me” stuff. Luke and Jon ex¬ 
press a heart-felt outrage that 
thousands of people have 
died, all of whom are inno¬ 
cent, and the power brokers 
of the planet couldn’t care 
less. 

Comparisons are inevitable 
with The Living End. The 


easiest and most obvious will 
be with Ridley Scott’s Thel¬ 
ma and Louise. Yet, in sym¬ 
bolism and tone, Araki’s 
work is actually closer to 
Nicholas Ray’s Rebel With¬ 
out a Cause. This time 
around, the two male anti- 
heroes do to each other, on 
screen, all those- things Sal 
Mineo and James Dean are 
rumored to have done in pri¬ 
vate. 

Hard Reality 

In the opening credits, The 
Living End is subtitled “An 
Irresponsible Movie by Gregg 
Araki.” It’s as if the filmmak¬ 
er was bracing himself for a 
barrage of criticism over the 
actions of his main characters. 
But The Living End is one 
of the most responsible films 
to come along in decades. 
When the history of queer 
cinema is written, it may 
prove to be as important to 
this current gay generation as 
Nick Ray’s Rebel was to the 
alienated teens of the ’50s. 
Araki has been absolutely 
faithful to his characters’ 
point of view. They unequiv¬ 
ocally demonstrate the dread¬ 
ful realities of life for many 
young gay men, and the 
choices some might make in 
an attempt to cope. 

Are Jon and Luke lacking 
in spiritual consciousness? Of 
course they are. Metaphysics 
is the dessert that comes after 
one has gorged himself at the 
banquet of life. These guys 
just sat down at the table. As 
one of them remarks, “The 
generation before us had all 
the fun and we get to pick up 
the tab.” It may look like he¬ 
donism or nihilism, but it’s

pragmatism that is the hall¬ 
mark of this generation. 
These guys know the odds 
nine places past the decimal 
point; and for them, the odds 
are not good. 

Dytri Sizzles 

Craig Gilmore is convinc¬ 
ing as Jon, but Mike Dytri’s 
portrayal of Luke provides 
the film with its centerpiece. 
Luke is the catalyst, the 
quintessential bad boy, and 
Dytri sizzles in the role. His 
charm and sexuality are so 
compelling he could lure John 
Bradshaw into a co-dependent 
relationship (and even get 
him to doff that silly wig). 
The technical quality of the 
production is somewhat less 
stellar, but this is due to bud¬ 
get constraints, not artistic 
oversights. Sound and picture 
quality do not compare favor¬ 
ably to major studio produc¬ 
tions, but who cares? 

The good and the bad of 
this film can be debated end¬ 
lessly but those engaged in 
such a pursuit will emerge 
from the discussion no more 
enlightened than when they 
began. Pay attention. Some¬ 
thing important is happening 
on the screen and it has ev¬ 
erything to do with what is 
happening in the world at 
large. Araki’s California 
wasteland is not the sanitized 
lotus-land traditionally served 
up by Hollywood. It is a stark 
and barren landscape whose 
desolation serves as the can¬ 
vas for a desperate love affair 
of depth and complexity. ▼

T hey say he’s 
made “the 
gay Thelma and 
Louise.” But film¬ 
maker Gregg Ara¬ 
ki, whose “couple- 
on-the-run” film 
The Living End 
had the highest 
per-screen average 
of any movie in 
the world two 
weekends ago, is 
quite his own cre¬ 
ation — one shaped 
by massive doses 
of pop culture, 
punk-era' music. 

On a wider scale 
(his numbers were 
so impressive be¬ 
cause The Living 
End was playing 
only one theatre, 
the Angelika in 
New York), Ara¬ 
ki’s latest release 
just might have 
rallied the masses. 
Alas, it’s what one 
industry member 
tags “a three-mar¬ 
ket picture” (NY, 
SF, LA).

But 
what a sermon 
he’s slapped to¬ 
gether for a mere 
$20,000 — and dou¬ 
ble that in in-kind 
assistance, not all 
of which the 
donors were 
aware of.

The Familiar Made Extraordinary 


arreboles 

by Boyer Rickel; Wesleyan/New England, $10.95 
by Patrick D. Hoctel 


T ucson poet Boyer 
Rickel’s first book, ar¬ 
reboles (the Spanish 
word “for the reddish 
hue of clouds penetrated by 
the sun’s rays”), is a mar¬ 
velous collection of poems no¬ 
table for both its style and 
strong undercurrents of emo¬ 
tion. Rickel, 41, an Arizona 
native who teaches English 
and writing at the University 
of Arizona, is a writer firmly 
in the narrative tradition. 
Each of these poems tells a 
story with admirable econo¬ 
my, and the general spareness 
of the language contributes to 
the overall effect — and power 
— of every tale. 

Witness the opening two 
stanzas of “Elegy,” Rickel’s 
moving remembrance of his 
four-month-old nephew’s fu¬ 
neral: 

The town all day awaited 
a storm. 

My sister made a sound; 
my mother took her arm. 

The rain fell lightly when 
it fell. 




My brothers wife wore 
heels that dug into the soil, 

and a cloud the shape of 
shoulder blades settled on the 
hill. 

Sometimes I can’t remem¬ 
ber how to use a chair. 

Often in arreboles an im¬ 
age, here “a cloud the shape 
of shoulder blades,” will leap 
from the page and startle the 
reader, albeit not in a noisy or 
obtrusive way, but rather 
with the simple shock of 
recognition. Then a follow-up 
line like “Sometimes I can’t 
remember how to use a 
chair” will jar the reader into 
the realization that something 
important, indeed profound, 
is occurring. 

The poignant “On Father’s 
Day” basically repeats this 
pattern: 

We took a long walk, up 
and up, around a mountain. 

Across our path, a red-and- 
yellow bird 

jumped pine to aspen. A 
vein stood 

purpling on my father’s 
brow. 

The wind picked up, 

the crackling, sun-dried 
needles scattered, the forest

The dog, alive, Lucy, my light, sleeps 
on the couch I’d have trained her off of 
had not someone coaxed her, repeatedly,

she’d dig up the bulbs and seedlings,

a cloudless, geometrically diminishing sky; 
then twice again, all compact, tangible 
potential, ready to unfold and warm or 
simply drape across a reclining form.

My father buttoned his tan 
and spotless coat. 

He placed a small pink 
tablet under his tongue. 

What is at first a tranquil 
nature walk is complicated 
and transformed by “A vein 
stood purpling on my father’s 
brow,” the urgency of which 
is reinforced by the poet’s fa¬ 
ther’s use of the “small pink 
tablet.” 

Loving Dissection 

Rickel’s forte is the exam¬ 
ination and loving dissection 
of the so-called “small mo¬ 
ments” that make up our 
lives. In turning the spotlight 
on ordinary events — a walk 
with a parent, two lovers sip¬ 
ping drinks on their porch, 
buying the Sunday paper—he 
gives weight to the familiar 
and quietly demonstrates the 
extraordinary in the every¬ 
day. 

Besides the quietness that 
pervades these poems, they 
are also linked by subject 
matter and a strong sense of 
place. The author is, in the 
best sense of the term, “a re- 
gionalist.” The desert terrain 
of the Southwest is almost a 
character itself here. This is 
the land of summer mon¬ 
soons, poppies in the spring, 
the palo verde, golden barrel 
cactuses, wild sunflowers, 
bent cypresses, mesquite, ci¬ 
cadas and heat you can only 
begin to imagine until you’ve 
actually felt it. Nature, in

these poems, is a living, 
breathing backdrop that Rick¬ 
el paints his poems against. 

Although the book is divid¬ 
ed into three sections, the au¬ 
thor draws on similar subject 
matter throughout: childhood 
memories, family (an older 
brother’s “teachings,” a fa¬ 
ther’s advancing age and frail¬ 
ties, a grandmother’s wis¬ 
dom), friendship and, of 
course, love and death. 


Death figures in the two 
elegy poems, the first for 
Rickel’s nephew and the sec¬ 
ond for his grandfather, and 
also less directly perhaps in 
“Night Sweats” and “Night 
Sweats 2,” which deal beauti¬ 
fully with living and coping 
in the age of AIDS and, espe¬ 
cially in the latter, with the 
pain of impending loss: 

... Tonight the other tries 
something different. 

He holds his breath, releas¬ 
ing the air 

so gradually, he finds he 
can almost keep 

the shaking away. He lies 
so still 

in the arms of the one he 
loves 

that the one who loves 
him imagines 

for an instant as he drifts 
into sleep 

that the other no longer 
breathes. 

Least to Most Intimate 

The author also pays trib¬ 
ute to such gay literary fig¬ 
ures as poet C.P. Cavafy 
(“Alexandrian”) and that noto¬ 
rious “classical” photographer 
of male nudes, Baron Wil¬ 
helm von Gloeden (“Taormi¬ 
na”). However, what contin¬ 
ued to resonate with me long 
after I put down this book 
were the love poems. 

“The Lover,” “Our 
Names,” “Downpour” and the 
concluding poem, “Poem to 
Begin the Second Decade of 
AIDS,” follow a sort of pro¬ 
gression, from least to most 
intimate. In “The Lover,” the 
beloved is referred to, almost 
(Continued on page 35)

Donald Spoto: Actually I 
began and researched the Di¬ 
etrich eight years ago — it’s 
just coming out now.

There’s 
much meticulous research, 
then interviews with as many 
people as I can track down 
who will agree to talk to me, 
and finally screenings of all 
my subject’s work. For this 
new Monroe project, I have 
35,000 pages of documents to 
digest and organize. By the 
way, forget everything you’ve 
ever read about Monroe, the 
conjectures around her death 
as well as the way she lived 
her life. 

Can’t wait. In Blue Angel 
you certainly paint Dietrich 
as a cross-dressing, lesbian- 
loving pioneer. Her ground¬ 
breaking behavior of bisex¬ 
uality, flaunting multiple 
lovers by going out with all

of them on dates — this 
might be inconceivable to 
people today as a ’ 30s activi¬ 
ty. 

Her lesbian proclivities 
were flagrant when she was a 
starlet in her twenties in 
Berlin. But unlike the incred¬ 
ibly closeted, disingenuous, 
two-faced, hypocritical con¬ 
temporary Hollywood (where 
I live), Dietrich didn’t let her 
international fame and 
celebrity get in the way of her 
Sapphic affairs. She always 
openly carried on multiple li¬ 
aisons with both men and 
women and made no bones 
about with whom she slept to 


any of her lovers. I mean she 
was discreet and didn’t plant 
revelatory items in Louella’s 
columns, but from Mercedes 
d’Acosta (one of Garbo’s 
paramours) to Marti Stevens, 
her homosexual life was ac¬ 
tive, healthy and constant — 
and everyone knew. 

Why do you suppose some 
people refuse to acknowl¬ 
edge this side of the artistic 
personality — that fluidity 
and adventurousness. In 
American schools they teach 
that Olivier was perhaps the 
greatest actor of the 20th 
century. And I feel that if 
mention is made that “he 
was British” then “he was 
bisexual” should also be un¬ 
derscored, but it isn’t. Gay 
students need to be alerted 
about artistic role models. 

That’s what’s so horrible 
about Hollywood; it’s so ho¬

D onald Spoto, the 
scintillating bio¬ 
grapher of such 
icons as Hitchcock, 
Lenya, Olivier, and Ten¬ 
nessee Williams, has now pro¬ 
duced the definitive portrait 
of Marlene Dietrich, The 
Blue Angel. Spoto was a 
cloistered monk for six years 
in his twenties, but in San 
Francisco on a book tour, he 
now comes across as a puck¬ 
ish film scholar, atilt with gra¬ 
cious moxie. 

Currently engaged in a 
massive, full-scale bio of the 
redoubtable Marilyn Monroe, 
the Dietrich tome is his sec¬ 
ond hat in the ring this year, 
following closely on the heels 
of his Olivier book.

Edna St. Vincent Millay, 
Willa Cather, Anna May 
Wong, Tilly Losch and Eva 
Le Gallienne? 

It was certainly a hotbed. 
And the men — Clark Gable, 
Gary Cooper, Robert Ryan, 
Paul Newman. Tom Cruise, 
John Travolta and Richard 
Gere aren’t the first hunky 
stars to lead closeted lives. By 
the way, the gerbil got out of 
the condom — that’s when the 
trouble started. 

My, my. You don’t relate 
Dietrich’s plot to assassinate 
Hitler. She could’ve been 
the only one to get close 
enough. 

But this delusion that she 
could change history is just 
like her ploy to convince Ed¬ 
ward VIII to give up Wallis 
Simpson — it was all in her 
head! 

Here and in the Olivier and 
Hitchcock tomes, your actu¬ 
al writing on the films is so 
good that you could’ve been 
a film critic if you weren’t 
already an ace biographer. 

The state of criticism in 
this country is abysmal — it’s 
really just reviewing. I did ac¬ 
tually write two books on 


film aesthetics. One was 
about Hollywood’s image of 
masculinity in the American 
man. 

I was glad you caught the 
Zarah Leander connection 
(star of Sirk’s La Habanera 
and Zu Neuen Ufern). 

Her beauty, vocal art and 
stage presence were Diet¬ 
rich’s strongest influences. 
Americans don’t know her be¬ 
cause of her Nazi affiliations, 
but her songs were incredi¬ 
ble. 

Do you think Dietrich real¬ 
ized that her languor would 
pitch audiences into a fren¬ 
zy? By doing “nothing” she 
was affecting everything? 

I believe everything she 
did was calculated down to 
the finest detail and nuance. 
She was all manipulation and 
artifice. 

I love your lines about von 
Sternberg instructing her to 
“look at that lamp as if your 
life depended on it” and 
when she first meets John 
Wayne, her purring to direc¬ 
tor Tay Garnett, “Oh Dad¬ 
dy! Buy me that!” 

Dietrich was really unique 
among stars in the way she 
credited her director (von 


Sternberg) with her total cre¬ 
ation. But I actually believe 
they had some kind of per¬ 
verse domination deal that, in 
public, she would come on as 
his slave. Behind closed doors 
it was probably just the oppo¬ 
site. 


Yes, of course, that kind of 
fluidity is the floating 
subtext of all their films. 
That classic scene in Mo¬ 
rocco when she’s in drag in 
the nightclub, goes up and 
kisses a woman. She then

Von Sternberg was a noto¬ 
rious eroticist, and their seven 
films together reflect those 
shifting sexual power plays 
that inform the films’ beauties 
and energies. 

From Dishonored to Wit¬ 
ness for the Prosecution 
there’s this split in her per¬ 
sona from the glamour puss 
enigma to the earthy, peas¬ 
ant charwoman scrubbing 



the floors. 

The hausfrau image was 
cultivated out of guilt for the 
maternal neglect of her 
daughter Maria (who’s now 
writing Mutter Dearest by 
the way) on the one hand, and 
as a reflection of her idea of 
what a man wanted. She 
would be the servant slave 
who would cook, clean and 
attend her master if neces¬ 
sary. There was this interest¬ 
ing split between total sub¬ 
servience to a man and yet 
playing the field like a man, 
controlling her affairs like a 
business pro. During World 
War II in her USO tours, she 
actually took on the suffering 
deprivation of a soldier as 
much as any GI. 

Does it really matter if 
these artists (Dietrich, 
Hitchcock, Olivier) weren’t 
Boy Scout material? 


nius derives from the human 
point; these were frail, needy 
people suffering from their 
neuroses — from petty slights, 
infantile demands and intense 
megalomania.

Ian McKellen's 'Richard III' 

One-Armed Bandit 


by Robert Julian 

I t’s three and a half hours 
of 400-year-old dialogue. 
And although Richard is 
undoubtably one of 
Shakespeare’s most fascinat¬ 
ing characters, Richard III i s 
not one of his strongest plays. 
Forewarned is forearmed. 

But for those who dote on 
Shakespearean excess, mag¬ 
nificently staged and beauti¬ 
fully acted, the current pro¬ 
duction at the Curran may 
constitute the perfect evening. 

Richard III is one of 
Shakespeare’s history plays. 
As such, it’s populated by his¬ 
torical characters whose com¬ 
plex interrelationships needed 
no explanation for Eliza¬ 
bethan audiences. But several 


centuries later, it’s somewhat 
harder to figure out who’s on 
first. Deformed at birth, 
Richard is a grotesque dis¬ 
sembler — a megalomaniac 
who decides to murder his 
way through his next-of-kin in 
order to claim the throne of 
England. 

Murder and Mayhem 

In the first act he has one 
brother killed (the Duke of 
Clarence) and attributes it to 
an order from his other broth¬ 
er, the ailing King Edward, 
who dies shortly thereafter. 
Several murders later, 
Richard has shortened the 
lines of succession and as¬ 
cends to the throne. In his 
wake, he leaves a score of dis¬ 
gruntled advisors, widows, 
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and relatives who lament 
their sorry fate and ultimately 
engineer Richard’s downfall. 

The women in this play 
are a particularly sorry lot, 
completely at the effect of 
their husbands and children. 
But within the limitations of 
their roles, Antonia Pember¬ 
ton as the widowed Queen 
Margaret and Charlotte Corn- 
well as Queen Elizabeth both 
turn in exceptional perfor¬ 
mances. Full of piss and vine¬ 
gar, Pemberton mounts a 
bravura verbal assault on the 
family of Queen Elizabeth 
while they dine. Dressed like 
a black witch, she enters early 
— shouting—and continues to 
command the action every 
time she steps onstage. 

Cornwell’s Queen 

Elizabeth is haughty and su¬ 
perficial in the first act, but 
the actress manages a stun¬ 
ning and moving portrayal of 
remorse and abandonment 
when Elizabeth loses not only 
her husband, but her children 
to Richard’s scheming. 

Director Richard Eyre has 
done an amazing job of coor¬ 
dinating the action and stag¬ 
ing it in an original, and visu¬ 
ally impressive fashion. With 
the assistance of designer, 
Bob Crowley, he has created 
Richard using Nazi imagery, 
complete with 20th century 
costumes in the fashion of the 
late 1930s. Backgrounds are 
always black and the domi¬ 
nant color is blood red, com¬ 
plimented by black, white, or 
red costumes. The only false 
moment comes when the ac¬ 
tors, in modern dress, don 
16th century armor to fight 
the final battle. This situation

cries out for a more appropri¬ 
ate visual resolution. 


Scenery Chewing 

And of course, there is Ian 
McKellen’s Richard, which is 
the primary reason for seeing 
this production. It is a defini¬ 
tive performance, full of nu¬ 
ance and subtlety, with a few 
dashes of scenery chewing 
thrown in to keep the pot 
boiling. In the coronation 
scene which begins the post¬ 
intermission action, Richard 
is clearly in his glory. When 
he calls out to Lord Stanley, 
McKellen’s “Stan -ley!” 
sounds just like Bette Davis 
(or maybe Charles Pierce) 
tossing off a “Pee -tah.” Judg¬ 
ing by the appearances, Mc¬ 
Kellen the actor is having the 
time of his life. 

Sir Ian is a master of stage 
business, removing clothes, 
lighting cigarettes, and seduc¬ 
ing ladies—while limping and 
keeping one hand in his pock¬ 
et at all times. It’s the kind of 
hallmark performance that 
ranks with Olivier’s Hamlet, 
Burton’s King Arthur, or Rex 
Harrison’s Henry Higgins. 

Richard III is not an en¬ 
semble play, it’s Richard’s 
show from start to finish and 
McKellen makes the most of 
a golden opportunity. He 
gives us a likable sociopath, a 
pathetic and horrible man 
who remains, throughout, a 
human being and not a carica¬ 
ture. That, perhaps, is McK¬ 
ellen’s greatest accomplish¬ 
ment. ▼

Reno Dakota's 'American Fabulous' 


Used Cadillac Man

K ind of a verbal road 
movie, American 
Fabulous is the 
unique (if not won¬ 
derful) collaboration between 
monologist Jeffrey Strouth 
and filmmaker Reno Dakota, 
who shot and “edited” the ma¬ 
terial. Strouth spouts stories, 
anecdotes and opinions in a 
nonstop barrage of his per¬ 
sonal histoire of growing up 
gay, set in his perception of a 
repressed ’50s America. 

The visual constant here is 
Jeffrey in the back seat of a 
black Cadillac. I guess we’re 
supposed to make some kind 
of connection between glossy 
American dreams and some 
queen’s occasionally funny di¬ 
atribes against such shallow 
illusions. 

Punishing Humor 

Brandishing a camp Bette 
Davis cigarette and remaining 
disdainful of everything, 
Strouth mouths-off about be¬ 
ing up for sale as a youth, his 
lavender pals and cross-dress¬ 
ing swap meets. Though any 
fern worthy of the name 
could not but help but be fit¬ 
fully amusing, Strouth’s acer¬ 
bic sputterings rapidly border 
on tedious punishment. 

A pinch of self-mockery as¬ 
sures that his welcome is not 
immediately worn out. But 


the work could just as well 
have been a radio show or a 
talk CD for all the visual im¬ 
pact it conveys. When the 
auto goes through a car wash, 
one wonders if this is sup¬ 
posed to represent (within the 
purposely limited context) 
some kind of epiphany. What¬ 
ever the metaphor, it’s either 
too arcane or too slight to reg¬ 
ister strongly. 

Strouth died recently of 
AIDS and for that one is truly 
sorry. But this oral case histo¬ 
ry is more fascinating as rep¬ 
resenting a “type” of gay sen¬ 
sibility rather than showcas¬ 
ing a distinctive artist, politi¬ 
co, or scientist who might 


more deservedly be a subject 
for a film documentary aimed 
at a gay audience. 

If you’re into Strouth’s 
whining petulance, then 
American Fabulous will be 
manna to your ears. It’s for 
those souls who like to hang 
out in seamy bars with a lot 
of smoke and empty badi¬ 
nage. If you’ve already had 
your fill of silly vindictive 
queens, you might opt for

Among the strategies the 
characters endorse in Araki’s 
droll tale of two HIV-positive 
gay men on the lam, is stick¬ 
ing the president with an 
HIV-infected needle to speed 
up the quest for an AIDS 
cure. The filmmaker also in¬ 
cludes a closing-credits slap at 
“Republican fuckheads” that 
his distributor was trying to 
work into media coverage of 
the Republican convention. 

There’s an angry undercur¬ 
rent to Araki’s playful movie, 
and one wonders if he ex¬ 
pects trouble from folks who 
confuse him with his charac¬ 
ters, Jon and Luke, either of 
whom, along with two lesbian 
killers who surface briefly, 
might read as “negative” im¬ 
ages of gay folk. 

“There is a difference be¬ 
tween my ideas and what 
comes out of the characters’ 
mouths,” he says. “They’re 
part of me, certainly, and 
come from my world view, 
but I’m not them, though in 
this film I obviously em¬ 
pathize with their plight.” 

Cathartic Cinema 

There is a lot of wish ful¬ 
fillment going on in The Liv¬ 
ing End, however, and any¬ 
one who has been done in by 
gay-bashers, meter maids or 
even automated bank tellers 
may find parts of the film 
highly cathartic. 

“Ah, the dreaded Thelma 
and Louise comparison. 
Yeah, the characters are prob¬ 
ably cathartic for gays and 
lesbians the way Thelma and 
Louise were for women. But 
what I feel about The Living 
End is that it functions as 
metaphor. I don’t intend for it 
to be taken literally. I’m not 
violent, don’t own a gun, 
don’t condone the unsafe sex. 
But the violence, for example, 
does function as metaphor for 
the state of mind these char¬ 
acters are in, given their situ¬ 
ation. 

“Their society is trying to 
destroy them. In the whole 
film, homophobia and AIDS 
play an essential part in what 
they’re doing. That’s why 
their story works within the 
context of the couple-on-the- 
run genre, because those 
kinds of movies are usually 
about doomed lovers. There’s 
a built-in sense of tragedy, 
which fit in perfectly with 
these HIV-positive charac¬ 
ters.” 

Couple-on-the-run pictures 
don’t usually feature the 
strong political subthemes of 
The Living End, and Araki 
toys with the form on other 
levels as well. 

“The film is deceptive. It 
starts out cops and robbers, 
but turns into a Gregg Araki 
meditation on the meaning¬ 
lessness of existence. It colors 
outside the lines of its genre. 
The model is that the action 
usually leads to some sort of 
catharsis generated from the 
outside, i.e., the cops capture 
the couple. Here, the way the 
couple comes apart is in a 
more or less interior way.” 

Ice-Pick Murderesses 

Araki’s distribution deal 
with October Films, which 
had great success last year 
with Mike Leigh’s Life Is 
Sweet, followed an enthusi¬ 
astic reception for The Living 
End at the New 
Directors/New Films festival 
in New York this spring and 
a “money” review by Janet 
Maslin in the New York

Times. Maslin’s only quibble 
was with the two lesbian 
characters, one of whom al¬ 
ludes to an ice-pick murder 
committed by the other. 

“That ice pick thing was 
just a coincidence,” Araki in¬ 
sists. “I wrote that scene way 
before anyone heard of Basic 
Instinct. It’s not a commen¬ 
tary on Basic Instinct. Or 
even Hollywood film. 

“If you look at the lesbian 
scenes, though, they are the 
reverse of Hollywood norm, 
which would be to have two 
guys pick up a blonde chick 
and rape or kill her. In my 
film, the women turn Luke 
into a sexual object the way 
Hollywood has targeted wom¬ 
en all century. There’s a level 
of self-consciousness and self¬ 
reference that’s lacking in 
most mainstream films.” 

Araki may be clear on 
what he was up to, but even 
his women cast members 
questioned him about what 
they felt were “cartoonish” as¬ 
pects of their characters. 

“My defense is that they 
are cartoonish, but for a spe¬ 
cific purpose related to the 
couple-on-the-run film. The 
genre always deals with star- 
crossed lovers facing a hostile 
environment. I wanted ev¬ 
erything in the two lovers’ 
world — subordinate charac¬ 
ters, locations, props, the peo¬ 
ple they meet — to be as night¬ 
marish, surreal and disorient¬ 
ing as possible. The only 
characters who are “real” be¬ 
sides Jon and Luke are Darcy 
(Jon’s best friend) and Peter 
(her boyfriend), and I think 
that Darcy is a very sympa¬ 
thetic character.” 

One of the lesbians, in a 
casting coup for Araki, is 
played by Mary Woronov, 
veteran of director and gay 
bon vivant of Paul Bartel’s 
Eating Raoul and Scenes 
From the Class Struggle in 
Beverly Hills. Bartel himself 
is listed in the credits, but his 


scene, as the Twister Master 
at a party, was deleted after 
the film’s Sundance Film Fes¬ 
tival debut this past winter. 

“I’ll tell you why Paul was 
cut out of the film,” Araki 
howls into the receiver. “He 
was so baaad!” 

Reports from Sundance in¬ 
dicate the opposite was the 
case, and that the scene was 
trimmed to streamline the 
narrative. As for his leading 
actors, Araki is highly appre¬ 
ciative. 

“I was really lucky that 
both Craig (Gilmore, who 
plays “sensitive” Jon) and 
Mike (Dytri, who plays the 
felonious Luke) were exactly 
like the characters I had in 
mind when I wrote the film.” 

As an Asian-American 
whose films to date have not 
featured many people of col¬ 
or, Araki has heard com¬ 
plaints about lack of inclusiv- 
ity. He says he’s rectified that 
with his fourth film, a gay 
teen flick called Totally 
F***ed Up, which he calls 
his “Benetton ad break¬ 
through.” 

He says there are a num¬ 
ber of factors that have led to 
his earlier works, Three Be¬ 
wildered People in the Night 
(1987) and Long Weekend 
O’Despair (1989), being al¬ 
most exclusively populated 
by Caucasians. 

“Actually, I’m Caucasian 
— and I’m a supremacist! 
Tell everybody that’s the rea¬ 
son!” he says, then simmers 
down. 

“I’ve wanted to make a 
multiracial-cast film ever 
since I saw My Beautiful 
Laundrette, but my shoots 
are not comfortable, the parts 
are frankly gay and at the lev¬ 
el I’m working you have to 
find people who are totally 


committed to the project or 
they won’t hang around long 
enough. Sometimes it comes 
down to choice of the better 
actor or a one of a particular 
race. I’d choose the better ac¬ 
tor ” 

Asked if it would it have 
been necessary to rewrite one 
of the lead roles had he cast a 
person of color, Araki says, 
emphatically, no. 

“I think it’s racist and awful 
if parts are written a different 
way. I think that’s really retro. 
In Totally F***ed Up, all of 
the kids are written as essen¬ 
tially what I am, as suburban 
rats. 

“I realize my attitude comes 
because I live in LA and hang 
out in a certain milieu. It’s the 
same with sexuality — your 
friends are gay, straight, who 
cares? Among my friends it’s 
more important what bands 
you like than what color your 
skin is. 

“I’m not denying racism ex¬ 
ists. We just had a big riot 
here, but there is a place 
where it doesn’t matter. That’s 
why I hate all those Spike Lee 
movies, because I think he’s 
extremely racist and retro and 
he’s doing more harm than 
good.” 

Indicting the System 

Araki grew up in the sub¬ 
urbs of Santa Barbara, the son 
of parents who spent part of 
their childhood in a World 
War II internment camp in 
Southern California for people 
of Japanese descent. Is there a 
connection between Araki’s in¬ 
dictment of “the system” and 
what happened to his parents? 

“I’m much more anti-gov¬ 
ernment than my parents,” he 
says. “They don’t talk about 
the camps much, but they 
weren’t as big of a deal for 
them because they were kids 


at the time. 

“I’m much more anti the 
U.S. government and anti 
America as a concept than 
they are — and they’re the ones 
who were thrown in to jail ar¬ 
bitrarily because they had 
black hair and slanty eyes. I 
think my attitudes come more 
from my being part of an an¬ 
gry generation that doesn’t 
trust anything a politician has 
to say.” 

Since the filmmaker has 
stated in public that he doesn’t 
like newspapers or even watch 
that much TV, the question 
arises, where does he get his 
world view? 

“Post-punk culture and al¬ 
ternative music has a major in¬ 
fluence on me. I wake up and 
it’s on until I go to bed at 
night. The music is a huge in¬ 
fluence. The influence is pro¬ 
found in terms of The Living 
End and the way it views the 
world, and the romanticism 
throughout and the anarchy, 
the nihilism, the anger, the 
hopelessness. It’s all in the mu¬ 
sic I’m listening to. I don’t get 
my inspiration from Paula Ab¬ 
dul videos. The music in the 
film speaks about a sort of un¬ 
derculture that is my world.” 

Our conversation ends with 
Araki arguing that music has 
more power to infiltrate young 
minds than the cinema. 

“My whole generation came 
out to the Smiths,” he says, re¬ 
calling the sexually ambiguous 
lyrics to the songs of the 
pop/punk band of the early 
’80s. “What was Hollywood or 
even independent cinema do¬ 
ing of comparable power at 
the time?” 

Here’s hoping the next gen¬ 
eration stumbles onto The 
Living End. ▼

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Undressed Pansies and Saints

Pansy Division 
Undressed 
(Pansy Division) 

In the queer issue of the 
punk handbook Maximum 
Rock-N-Roll, Pansy Division 
frontman Jon Gingoli is quot¬ 
ed as saying, “Gays don’t like 
rock and roll.” In a general 
sense, I think this is true. And 
it must be frustrating for Gin¬ 
goli, a gay man leading a rock 
and roll band that performs 
gay songs, because he has a 
very limited sympathetic au¬ 
dience. By this I mean, Pansy 
Division can perform explicit¬ 
ly gay songs in predominantly 
straight clubs in front of pre¬ 
dominantly straight audi¬ 
ences, but it seems unlikely 
that Colossus or any other 
gay disco will be playing 
tracks from the local band’s 
debut homemade cassette to 
entertain gay patrons. 

It isn’t because the music 
is bad. Undressed sounds 
like the Ramones circa The 
End of the Century, guitar- 
heavy pop punk with an am¬ 
ple sense of humor. Song ti¬ 
tles like “Fern in a Black 
Leather Jacket” and “The 
Cocksucker Club” should give 
you a clue. There’s a picture 
of Iggy Pop naked on the cov¬ 
er. The majority of the songs 
are explicitly homoerotic and 
catchy. Gingoli has a nice 
voice and plenty of wit, and 
the more introspective tracks 
like “Luck of the Draw” pro¬ 
vide depth that prevents Pan¬ 
sy Division from being writ¬ 
ten off as being just plain sil¬ 
ly. Gingoli is a decent guitar 
player. On stage, flanked by a 
troupe of mostly naked male 
and female go-go dancers, he 
emanates the same sense of 
fun found on this tape. Gay 
men should be hearing Pansy 
Division, but most aren’t. 

Utah Saints 
Something Good 
(London) 

You’ll hear this at your fa¬ 
vorite gay disco if you haven’t 
already, and there’s nothing 
gay about it. The Utah Saints 
are a pair of British male DJs. 
The title track mixes a sam¬ 
ple of Kate Bush chirping 
“Something good is gonna 
happen” over a grinding, 
thump-thump-thump techno 
backbeat. Yet another feel¬ 
good club anthem. A major 
hit in England. Made me 
think of dentist drills and 
gave me a headache. Club¬ 
bers will love it. 


Erasure 

ABBA-esque 

(Elektra) 

Clubbers will also love the 
mind-numbing electronic 
tweaking on Erasure’s four- 
song EP of ABBA cover ver¬ 
sions, ABBA-esque. I didn’t. 

Being an ABBA fan, I was 
looking forward to the release 
of this EP. Erasure did a de¬ 
cent cover of “Gimme! 
Gimme! Gimme!” in 1986, a 
song that takes on a gay con¬ 
text when sung by openly gay 
Andy Bell, and the first three 
Erasure albums brim with an 
ABBA-esque pop sensibility: 
professional, emotive vocals 
crooning love songs over hu¬ 
mane, layered synthesizers. 

But Erasure went techno 
with the release of their 
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Wild! album, and their pop 
flair vanished behind Vince 
Clark’s excessive knob-twid¬ 
dling. Their most recent al¬ 
bum, Chorus, reminded me 
of an episode of Space 1999 
and was utterly forgettable. I 
hoped that ABBA-esque 
would be an Erasure regres¬ 
sion. 

It’s not. Erasure is more 
techno than ever. But where¬ 
as their previous journeys 
into this field involved origi¬ 
nal material and stood on 
their own (lack of) merit, with 
ABBA-esque all those bleeps 
and squawks act as an assas¬ 
sin. They kill all four songs. 
There’s no life to them. 
“SOS,” in particular, is DOA. 
Even Bell’s vocals, which can 
occasionally revive even 
Clarke’s most antiseptic elec¬ 
tronic self-indulgence^, fall 
flat. He sounds like he’s 
singing karaoke: unprofes¬ 
sional, nervous, deadpan. This 
sterile approach almost works 
on “Voulez-Vous,” which was 


Strange Free World. Al¬ 
though the same chiming, 
crashing guitars and feedback 
roll behind Patrick’s impas¬ 
sioned vocals, this album is 
more consistent and the lyrics 
are more intimate. Patrick 
has always been a fine poet, 
using a stream of conscious¬ 
ness technique laden with tac¬ 
tile imagery and metaphor. 
But this time around, he 
seems more willing to ad¬ 
dress personal issues head on. 

The first British single tak¬ 
en from the album, “Breath¬ 
ing Fear,” is an angry con¬ 
demnation of homophobia. A 
boy is beaten up on the way 
to a gay bar by “the lads who 
plague us outside.” A friend 
at the bar comforts him, but 
how can he explain his black 
eye to his co-workers who 
“bitch about their babies?” He 
can’t tell them the truth, so he 
lies, full of contempt and defi¬ 
ance. It’s a tremendously 
powerful song. 

Also powerful is the re¬

a disco throwaway to begin 
with. You can shake your 
butt to them, but on the 
whole, these processed cover 
versions pale in comparison 
to the sparkling pop originals. 

My advice to both Erasure 
and the Utah Saints: Stay 
away from samples and cover 
versions unless you can do 
something innovative and in¬ 
spired with them. 


Kitchens of Distinction 
The Death of Cool 
(A&M) 

Whereas the Utah Saints 
and Erasure aim to affect the 
body, Kitchens of Distinction 
seem more concerned with 
the soul. The British trio, 
headed by openly gay singer 
and lyricist Patrick Fitzger¬ 
ald, use guitars to create at¬ 
mosphere — aural landscapes 
resembling emotional interi¬ 
ors. You won’t be hearing 
them at your favorite gay dis¬ 
co any time soon. 

The Death of Cool is 
Kitchens’ third album and it’s 
an improvement over last 
year’s somewhat lackluster 
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working of “4 Men,” an ob-. 
scure, early Kitchens B-side. 
In a nutshell, this is one of the 
best songs about gay desire

ever recorded because it’s 
complex and frank. Patrick 
touches on every nuance of 
attraction: loneliness, fear, 
self-loathing, want, need, sex, 
pleasure, pain and helpless¬ 
ness. When he pleads “I want 
you, I need you,” and then 
worries that “I haven’t got the 
fattest chance in hell” under a 
thunderous shower of guitars, 
the sheer honesty of the mo¬ 
ment is incredibly moving. “4 
Men” is a prime example of 
what the Kitchens do best: 
combine words and music to 
establish a deeply affecting 
mood. Rumor has it their 
next video will promote this 
song. 

The Kitchens video cur¬ 
rently being shown on MTV 
promotes “Smiling,” a 
male/female dialogue about 
discontent, similar to “Quick 
as Rainbows” from their pre¬ 
vious album. It’s the catchiest 
song on The Death of Cool 
and could do well. Watch 
Patrick lie with his head on a 
woman’s lap then dance with 
her — heterosexual images to 
fit the song. 

Why isn’t A&M promoting 
“Breathing Fear”? Why is 
Patrick put in pointedly het¬ 
erosexual situations? Market¬ 
ing, to be sure. MTV and

record companies aren’t as 
progressive as they claim to 
be. If the “4 Men” video is 
true to the lyrics, I doubt 
we’ll ever see it on television. 

Sophie B. Hawkins 
Tongues and Tails 
(Columbia) 

I expected this album to 
follow the empty, histrionic 
route mapped by screechers 
Whitney Houston and Mariah 
Carey. It doesn’t. Tongues 
and Tails is overproduced, 
and none of the songs come 
close to matching the epic 
majesty of the hit single, 
“Damn I Wish I Was Your 
Lover.” But producers Rick 
Chertoff and Ralph Schuckett 
have concocted an interesting 
blend of baggy drum ma¬ 
chines, odd samples and some 
bluesy guitar work. 

Hawkins isn’t the world’s 
greatest singer and her lyrics 
range from being poetically 
inspired to New-Age trite, but 
they never succumb to being 
stereotypically feminine. 
Hawkins never plays passive 
or coy. She also rarely assigns 
the objects ot her desire a 
gender. Tongues and Tails i s 
an intriguing debut. ▼

Romping With Mr. Porter

E xpensively mounted, 
exuberantly staged 
and performed with 
affection and bound¬ 
less joy by a swell cast, Cole! 
is a happy immersion in the 
wonder of Cole Porter. The 
new revue, a thoroughly re¬ 
vised version of the show 
which originally premiered at 
London’s Mermaid Theatre in 
1974 and which was docu¬ 
mented with a double-record 
cast album on RCA records, 
is now happily ensconced in 
the Marines Memorial The¬ 
atre. 

The show’s earliest por¬ 
tions, with its “regional the¬ 
atre does a composer revue” 
parody, may throw you. The 


lack of introduction to the 
performers isn’t too bad; they 
cease being interchangeable 
bright young things as you 
get to know and adore them. 
And just endure the generic 
biographical narrative which 
sets up continuity and then 
doesn’t follow it; bland and 
unnecessary, it almost totally 
disappears midway through 
the first act. Throwing cau¬ 
tion, as well as standard for¬ 
mat to the wind, this hide¬ 
bound little revue suddenly 
decides not to be bound by 
convention and springs to 
zany, festive life. 

The following tumult of 
several dozen Porter numbers 
dances merrily by in a hu¬ 
morous whirl of tap and ball¬ 
room dance routines, sassy 


story setups and punchy par¬ 
odies, with musical arrange¬ 
ments that are clever and fit¬ 
ting and, most important, a 
cast that takes delight in their 
performances. 

Gratuitous Strip 

Foremost here is young 
Jim Newman. A strapping 
big blond, he looks like he 
just stepped out of a Falcon 
video (even the ladies gasped 
during his gratuitous demi- 
strip). An elegant dancer and 
impressive gymnast who can 
sweep a girl off her feet and 
then sweep over the stage on 
a pirate’s rope, Newman is 
also a lovely singer, particu¬ 
larly when sharing some fan¬ 
ciful coloratura with warm¬ 
voiced and beautiful Baomi 


Butts-Bhanji. 

An elegant leading man, 
Joseph Lustig has a smoky 
baritone voice which seduces 
with his every song, uptempo 
or ballad; soprano Mandy 
Munnell sings clean and 
straight. Musical comedy 
savvy comes from Carl 


Danielsen, who also doubles 
as pianist, and from Cathy Su¬ 
san Pyles, an amazing dy¬ 
namo who wraps up every 
musical comedy star in one 
saucy package. She’s delish. 

If the show rarely dips be¬ 
low the surface of Porter — 
presenting him as a happy-go- 
lucky sweetie and, corre¬ 
spondingly, missing the 
depths of melancholy and 
sweet pessimism heard in his 
music — the merry cast still 
has a ball in their playful 
romps through the songs, and 
so will you. There’s so much 
contagious fun in this show, 
so much euphoria caused by 
Cole, that you’ll soon be 
awash in wonder at the glory 
of dear Mr. Porter. The direc¬ 
tor/choreographer to be con¬ 
gratulated and thanked is Bic 
Goss. ▼

George Dalton 
(aka George Buchanan) 
Nov. 28,1943—Aug. 4,1992 

George died of complications of HIV infec¬ 
tion on Aug. 4 after several months of treat¬ 
ment at Alta Bates Hospital in Berkeley. His 
last days were spent in a deep and peaceful 
sleep from which he never woke. 

He was born George Lee Dalton in Summit 
County, Ohio. In 1968 he moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco where he worked as a drag performer at 
the Fantasy. 

Workingalone, reading, and experimenting, 
he created his first “adult” marionette revue. 
He adopted the professional name, George 
Buchanan, and appeared with Charles Pierce at 
Gold Street. Stanley Eichelbaum called him 
“the cleverest, most creative puppeteer I’ve 
ever seen.” 

George later appeared as the featured act in 
the Frederic Apcar revues Casion de Paris at 
the Dunes in Las Vegas and Les Sizzle at Har- 
rah’s, Reno. He entertained at casinos and on 
cruise ships off the Pacific Coast and in the 
Caribbean. He appeared on The Tonight Show 
and had extended engagements at Finocchio’s. 

Among his best-known creations were a 
Richard Nixon in drag; a “Throw a nickel on 
the drum, save another drunken bum” Salva¬ 
tion Army lass; a Dianne Feinstein on a unicy¬ 
cle juggling oranges; a stripper named 
Linoleum Jones and his admitted favorite, a bo¬ 
som-heaving diva named Madame Melba, the 
toast of Europe. 

He is united again with Richard, whose 
death years ago shadowed George’s last years. 
He will be deeply missed by his cousin, 
Martha, and devoted friends, Afie, Bob, Doug, 
Frank, Patrick, Randy, Wayne and Wes. At 
George’s request, there will be no memorial.

coyly, as “my friend,” and the 
poem recounts the cautious 
beginnings of a relationship 
(“No, he said, he was not 
ready yet to care for anyone”). 
It’s not until the final poem 
that we learn the lover’s 
name, Gary (the book is ded¬ 
icated to artist Gary Kautto, 
Rickel’s partner of many 
years who did the striking 
cover illustration), and the 
poet himself writes that “This 
poem is far too private for 
anybody but us./ This poem 


will make certain/ close 
friends blush ... .” 

The two poems, “Our 
Names” and “Downpour,” 
that fall in between chronicle 
a growing domesticity and 
seemingly a sense of content¬ 
ment on the part of the two 
men. Interestingly, the lovers’ 
garden plays a role in each 
poem and serves as a 
metaphor for their develop¬ 
ment, their struggle, as a cou- 
ple.

The Ugly Truth 


Marilyn - The Last Take 

by Peter Harry Brown and Patte Barham; Dutton, $23

^ T ou were so down, 

I was worried 
-i about you. You 
were starting to 
look like a Kennedy wife.” 
When remarks like this start 
cropping up in films like Sin¬ 
gle White Female, you know 
the bloom is off the 
Kennedys, Rose or otherwise. 
Further confirmation comes 
in the form of a remarkable 
new book on the last four 
months of Marilyn Monroe’s 
life: Marilyn - The Last Take. 

Authors Peter Harry 
Brown and Patte Barham 
have meticulously researched 
and documented these 
months. Their conclusion: 
Marilyn was murdered (on or¬ 
ders from the White House) 


because she threatened to go 
public about her affairs with 
both John and Bobby 
Kennedy. Under the circum¬ 
stances, the brothers’ assassi¬ 
nation a few years later might

be viewed as a small turn of 
the karmic wheel. 

The authors’ portrait of the 
latter-day Monroe is that of a 
disturbed yet determined ac¬ 
tress taking her first tenuous 
steps toward psychological in¬ 
dependence. She planned to 
shake herself loose from par¬ 
asites like Paula Strasberg 
and her Machiavellian psychi¬ 
atrist, Dr. Ralph Greenson. 
But the forces conspiring 
against her were formidable. 

Her studio, 20th Century 
Fox, fired her from her last 
uncompleted film, Some¬ 
thing's Got to Give, to prove 
to Fox stockholders they 
were still in control of the stu¬ 
dio. At that time, it was Eliz¬ 
abeth Taylor who was 
bankrupting Fox with 
Cleopatra, but Marilyn and 
her small-budget picture were 



more expendable. Then there 
were the Kennedy boys who 
passed Monroe around like a 
party doll and dumped her 
when she became a threat to 
the pristine Kennedy image. 

Champagne and Pills 

Monroe’s insecurities are 
well documented here. The 
authors point toward anorex¬ 
ia developing in Monroe’s last 
few months, when her diet 


consisted of Dom Perignon 
and tranquilizers. They also 
cite her increasing hysteria 
about her telephone being 
tapped. But you’re not para¬ 
noid if people really are out 
to get you. Within 24 hours of 
her death, federal agents had 
confiscated all records of her 
telephone calls during the last 
two months of her life. 

The details are best left for 
the reader, but The Last 


Take is definitely the last 
word on Marilyn. Her murder 
may well be the crime of the 
century because of the people 
involved, and the swift, 
shrewd, ruthless fashion in 
which the cover-up was ac¬ 
complished. In the end, the 
something that had to give 
was Marilyn. Some thirty 
years after her death, that is 
still hard to take. ▼ 


New Spin on the Twin 


The Man Who Folded Himself

F antasies about previ¬ 
ously unknown twins 
have unlimited varia¬ 
tions. And the notion 
has been around for a long 
time. Witness Shakespeare’s 
Comedy of Errors, which he 
adapted from a work by the 
Roman comedy playwright 
Terence. 

In The Man Who Folded 
Himself, author David Ger¬ 
rold, in a much more serious 
form, puts a 20th-century spin 
on the idea in a novel com¬ 
mercially classified as science 
fiction but actually in a class 
by itself. 

In the middle of the 1970s, 
19-year-old Dan Eakin is in 


his boring sophomore year of 
college when his Uncle Jim, 
his sole relative, dies and 
leaves him only a belt for 
changing time, present to past 
or future, with settings right 
down to the minute. It’s a hell 
of a toy for someone on the 
brink of manhood, but Dan 
gets serious fast, especially 
when Don pops up. 

Yes—pops—because that’s 
the effect of the abrupt time 
change. Don, it seems, is the 
future Dan, able to join his 
original self because their 
time line has been doubled 
back, and soon the two are off 
to bet on the ponies, with to¬ 
morrow’s race results as their 
guide. 

A giddy romp, however, is 


not really what Gerrold has in 
mind. There is an immediate 
plunge into what it really 
means to have today’s actions 
conditioned by tomorrow’s 
guarantees. Even more im¬ 
portant, the knowledge of self 
gained through the observa¬ 
tion of one’s duplicate makes 
for a narrative of considerable 
depth. 


Dan and Don, really one, 
still experience as two while 
their mutual understanding 
grows from friendship to 
love, which is definitely phys¬ 
ically expressed. The body is 
discovered and explored with 
the sheer joy that gay men of¬ 
ten know early in a love af¬ 
fair. 

Of course, the potentials of 
time travel are frequently ex¬ 
ploited. So Dan is present 
with Lincoln at Gettysburg, 
sits in the audience at the ri¬ 
otous premiere of Stravin¬ 
sky’s Rites of Spring in 
Paris, and observes Michel¬ 
angelo painting the ceiling of 
the Sistine Chapel. 

But the book brings anoth¬ 
er important unfolding: Di¬ 
ane. And then parenthood. 
Though Dan still relishes the 
extended poker games with a f 
half-dozen “hims,” his sexual 
nature is quite hetero from 
then on. Nevertheless, his 
first realization of love is with 


Don. And echoes of gay sex 
recur. 

A central paradox is that, 
scientific youth-recovering 
discoveries aside and time re¬ 
versions to his youthful peri¬ 
ods notwithstanding, Dan 
ages, and he has to contem¬ 
plate going in the direction of 
his Uncle Jim. 

There is a seductively sim¬ 
plistic temptation to interpret 
The Man Who Folded Him¬ 
self as the ultimate narcis¬ 
sism. That take must be re¬ 
sisted because Gerrold is ob¬ 
viously deeply involved in the 
relationship of the human be¬ 
ing to himself, to the race as a 
whole, and to the variable di¬ 
mensions and influences of 
time. 

Something of a sleeper, 
this novel appeared in 1991. 
Its sci-fi classification has, un¬ 
fortunately, kept it from the 
wider readership it deserves.

A Leather Tale of the South Pacific 


E arly this past May, a 
group of leather men 
from Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia, landed in San 
Francisco for their very first 
time. They were all mostly 
members of the Melbourne 
Leather Men, a year-old club 
that has gained nationwide at¬ 
tention in the Australian 
press and television media be¬ 
cause of the efforts of one of 
their members, Brent Lacey; 
a handful of PWAs; the Laird 
Hotel; and Lacey’s mates in 
the club. 

In my capacity as a judge 
for many leather and non¬ 
leather title competitions, I 
have heard title aspirants an¬ 
swer the question “Why do 
you want this title?” with “Be¬ 
cause with a title, I know I 
can get people to do things in 
the way of fundraising and 
other beneficial projects.” 
While it may be somewhat 
true that a title does help 
when a person wants to do 
good things for his/her com¬ 
munity, this is not always nec¬ 
essary. 

Right here in San Francis¬ 
co, for example, the late Fred 
Skau, sans title, created the 
Pennies Project, an activity 
that flourishes to this day and 
raises hundreds of thousands 
for the AIDS Emergency 
Fund. 

Long before he became 
Emperor VII of San Francis¬ 
co, B.A.R. publisher Bob 
Ross was the first person peo¬ 
ple thought of when they 
were doing fundraisers and 
needed an auctioneer. It 
would be foolish to even try 
to estimate how many thou¬ 
sands of dollars this man has 
raised, including the recent 
fundraiser in San Francisco 
for the senatorial campaign of 
Harvey Gantt of North Caroli¬ 
na. 

Warren Cave of the 
Phoenix Uniform Club dis¬ 
penses his considerable talent 
and show-biz savoir-faire on 
numerous occasions to help 
raise money for the Interclub 
Fund and other fundraisers, 
where he shines like a comet

in the stellar constellation of 
staging show productions, 
costumes and routines that 
are guaranteed to bring down 
the house. Never a disap¬ 
pointment when Warren 
Cave is involved. And other 
than his recent ascension to 
the throne of the Krewe de 
Cuir as a crown prince, he 
never had a title, either. 

But getting back to our 
Australian friends. One man 
in the group from Australia 
was so impressed with the 


fundraising for AIDS patients 
here and in Chicago at IML 
and in other major cities, he 
went back to Melbourne, 
burning passionately to do 
something — anything — to 
help Australians with AIDS. 

It is now a little over 90 
days since Brent Lacey re¬ 
turned to Melbourne and im¬ 
mediately began the Rainbow 
and Red Ribbon Project to in¬ 
crease AIDS awareness and 
hope. The project’s initial out-

A1 Parker 



A1 Parker passed away at 10 
a.m. on Monday, August 17, 
1992, from complications due 
to AIDS. The truly fortunate of 
us knew and loved him by his 
real name, Drew Okun, but 
hundreds of thousands more 
knew him as A1 Parker — 
super erotic film and video 
star. It was always amazing 
how quickly and completely 
he could switch back and forth 
between Drew and A1 as the 
occasions warranted. 

Drew grew up in Natick, 
Mass. During his high school 
years, his mother half read an 
advertisement for the Wood- 
stock concert and thought it 
was to be a classical concert. 
She sent him there in her 
Mustang Convertible to get 
some culture at that wonderful 
event. Surprise — surprise! 
Drew discovered his love of 
naked men and was never 
quite the same person. He at¬ 
tended Boston University to 
study medicine and then drove 
across the country in a 1956 
black hearse to study filmmak¬ 
ing in Los Angeles. He made 
his first home in Redondo 
Beach and pumped gas in 
order to survive. His next 
employment came from Hugh 
Hefner at the Playboy mansion 
in Los Angeles. 

One Sunday afternoon, 
while bicycle riding along the 
ocean, Drew met Richard 
Cole, and they became instant 
lovers for the next 14 years un¬ 
til Richard’s death in 1986. 
Richard guided Drew into and 
through his early film and 
magazine career. Colt Studios 
gave him the name ‘ A1 Parker” 
and while he didn’t really like 
the name, he knew it fit him 
like a glove. A1 Parker was an 


instant success that lasted 
through his 18 years of films 
and videos. Not wanting to be 
exploited by others, he and 
Richard tried to borrow 
money to open their own pro¬ 
duction studio, but no one 
would help. With a borrowed 
camera and several of their 
friends for models, they 
opened and built Surge 
Studios into one of the most 
respected names in the gay 
erotica business. 

With the onset of AIDS, 
Drew was a pioneer in ad¬ 
vocating safe sex. He absolute¬ 
ly refused to make any videos 
in which anyone would have 
their health or their life put in 
jeopardy. He often said that if 
he had to make unsafe sex 
videos in order to survive in 
this business, he would get out 
of it. Unfortunately this stance 
was financially devastating, 
but it earned him the greatest 
of respect. Switzerland ap¬ 
proached him to do a safe sex 
instructional tape which now 
by law must be on the begin¬ 
ning of every gay video sold in 


that country. He was invited to 
be on many television talk 
shows such as the Phil 
Donahue Show and the Ron 
Reagan, Jr. Show to name a 
few.
